Spring care of iris 





Biggest enemy of iris is the 
iris borer, shown in action in 
the inset here. Borers start 
eating top foliage, then work 
down to the rhizomes. 

To control, use DDT when 
growth starts. Repeat weekly 
until plants bloom. 


Clean old tops off iris when 
new shoots appear. 

Press down on fleshy roots 
and pull old top with a swift 
jerk. Pull to one side, and 
they’ll break clean. 


Feed iris in midspring, with a 
balanced plant food. Spread 
food in circle about base of 
each clump and then water. 
Feeder roots extend out 
from plants 8 to 10 inches, so 
don’t scatter food too widely. 
Extra water at bloom time 
increases size of blooms, but 
the plants will survive — even 
thrive — without it. 


For best appearance, and to 
keep the plants from setting 
seed, pick off faded flowers 
regularly. They will snap off 
easily when they are twisted 
sharply to one side. 

If you have taller sorts 
growing in windy locations, 
support flower stems with 
bamboo stakes and plant ties. 
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Wake up to window beauty!

Should 
your child 
be a Home 
Economist?

M“* PEOPLE are vague about the possibilities 
of our profession—perhaps because Home 
Economists can choose among so many different 
careers. 

Recently I asked ten people a question: 

“What exactly is a Home Economist?” 

No one had a very clear idea. 

Most of them answered, “‘Well . . . I know that 
they teach cooking and sewing and... .” 


So perhaps I had better tell you something 
about our field before I tell you why it is one of 
the most rewarding a girl can choose. 


The definition of Home Economics is ‘““The 
science and art of homemaking.” 


This means a great deal more than learning to 
make a smooth cream sauce and cutting a pattern, 
though food preparation and sewing are two im- 
portant parts of a homemaker’s training. It means 
the study of every aspect of home life, from the 
efficient planning of a kitchen to the relation of 
the family to the community. 


It is true that in the past most of the girls who 
chose Home Economics as a career planned to 
teach some subject related to the science and art 
of homemaking. There were not too many other 
important positions open to them, until manufac- 
turers and merchants began to take notice of the 
fact that women are the greatest buying force in 
our country, controlling 85 percent of all family 
income and buying 80 percent of all consumer 
goods. 


Who could advise better about what the home- 
maker would purchase than someone trained in 
the science and art of homemaking? 


Suddenly the Home Economist was in demand 
in many places besides the classroom. 


She proved herself so useful that today the girl 
with a Home Economics degree can choose 
among scores of positions in industry. Jobs are 
waiting for her in publishing, advertising, tele- 
vision, radio and research as well as in govern- 
ment, welfare and institutional management. 
And openings for teachers are now equally varied 
and challenging.

She knows about fashion and the care and 
testing of textiles as well as sewing; about interior 
decoration as well as the use of the newest home 
equipment; about budgeting for family security; 
about buying a home and buying insurance; 
about child care and child development, family 
relations and a great deal about good citizenship. 


So she is ready for a professional career and 


also has the best of preparation for the most satis- 
factory of all careers: the management of her own 
home, for the health and happiness of her family 
—in it and in the community. 


And it is easy for her to turn her knowledge 
and skills to account outside of her home, if she 
wants to combine a working career with marriage. 

How often we hear the complaint from disap- 
pointed parents, 


“‘We sacrificed so much to give our girl a pro- 
fession but she married and had a big family right 
away. Now all her training is of little use.” 


None of a Home Economist’s training is wasted. 


It is of constant use to her, no matter what life 
brings. 


Because she has studied homemaking as a 


science and art, her chances of a successful mar- - 


riage are better than average. If she wants to 
return to work after her family is established, her 
experience in running her own home usually is 
an asset rather than time lost from a career, and 
there are many chances for her to combine a part- 
time position with her duties at home. 
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OPPORTUNITIES in Home Economics are 
open to girls of many different temperaments, 
talents and interests. 


Let me give you a few examples by reporting 
on the activities of some recent graduates: 

Janet has an inquiring mind and a leaning 
toward the technical. She is delighted with her 
position in a purchasing department where, with 
other Home Economists, she tests stoves, washing 


machines, draperies, rugs and dozens of other 
items for home use. 


“Every day is different. There is nothing rou- 
tine about this job,” she says. 

Betty has a talent for showmanship and is keenly 
interested in fashion. Her Home Economics 
degree won her a job in a department store as a 
consultant about the buying, care and making of 
clothes. Now she assists another Home Economist 
on a television show dealing with the interests of 
homemakers. 


Joyce specialized in nutrition. Her Home Eco- 
nomics degree in this field opened a bewildering 
number of jobs to her—in a manufacturer’s test 
laboratory, with an insurance company, as dieti- 
tian in a hospital, as food authority in a hotel. 


She wants to work up to one of the important 
and well-paid jobs in institutional management. 
So, for her first job, she is helping to select, order 
and supervise preparation of meals in a boys’ 
school. It provides good income and experience 
and leaves her free to study for her Master’s 
degree in the summer. 


Alice has a flair for color, art and interior dec- 
oration. She is making use of her special-talents 


_as Home Economist with a housing agency. 


Sara likes to travel. She finds it easy to move all 
over the country, because Home Economists are 
in demand as demonstrators of equipment. 


Lucille has a strong sense of service and likes to 
meet many different people. Her Home Econom- 
ics degree brought her a position in a public 
health department. 


Joan is shy and studious. She is happy in her 
work as a Home Economist in a governmental 
research laboratory. 

Dorothy has a talent for writing. Her Home 
Economics training won her a job in an adver- 
tising agency. Her best friend, also a Home Econ- 
omist, is assistant to the Woman’s Page Editor on 
a newspaper. 

Susan is married and has two small children. 
Her Home Economics degree opened a job as 
nutritionist in a school cafeteria. This part-time 





Many Home Economists find work in the field inter- 
esting as well as rewarding. Representing Government 
Agencies or working with Home Demonstration Clubs, 
4-H Clubs and the like, they help homemakers in both 
rural and urban communities. Above, a Home Econo- 
mist instructs a group in making curtains. 
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work adds pleasantly to the family income and 
leaves plenty of time for her home duties. 


Margaret is a born teacher. Her only problem 
was to choose among the many posts open to her. 
The Home Economics teacher is needed in doz- 
ens of specialized fields. She can work with 
children in nursery ‘schools or with classes of 
adults. The scope of high school teaching is wide 
and particularly valuable. Because so very many 
young people are getting married, there is now 
great emphasis on teacing both boys and girls 
something about family relations and home re- 
sponsibilities before they graduate from high 
school. In addition to classroom teaching, these 
youngsters are reached through the school-spon- 
sored youth organizations, The Future Home- 
makers of America and the New Homemakers of 
America, which focus interest on the importance 
of good family and family-community relations. 
University and college posts have their especial 
appeal and distinction for the teacher of expe- 
rience who holds advanced degrees. 


Extension work is a fascinating part of our edu- 
cational program, so Laura, who loves country life 
and working with people, is a home demonstra- 
tion agent. Home Economists instruct the 1,500,- 
000 rural women who belong to Home Demon- 
stration Clubs and work with the more than 
2,000,000 rural boys and girls who “learn by 
doing” in 4-H Clubs. The goal of both groups is 
the improvement of rural living and the develop- 
ment of rural leadership. 


COST OF TRAINING varies widely depend- 
ing on whether a gir! lives at home while studying, 
goes to a State University where fees are moderate 
or to an independent college where expenses are 
higher. Over 500 colleges now offer degrees in 
Home Economics, so your girl has a wide choice. 


The standard course leading to a Bachelor’s 
degree is four years. As in all professions, the am- 
bitious student who is aiming at the top jobs will 
work for her Master’s degree. This she can get in 
summer or night classes or by an extra year in 
college. 


The girl who needs to pay some of her expenses 
herself usually has no trouble finding work that 
gives useful professional experience as well as 
income—as laboratory assistant, in food service or 
dormitory management, as assistant dietitian, or 
as camp counselor. 


And the demand for student Home Economists 
as baby sitters is enormous! 


FINANCIAL REWARDS also vary widely. 
Teachers of Home Economics command the same 
salary as teachers of English, chemistry, or any 
other subject. This varies from state to state. 
College professors average around $7,000 a year 
while deans and heads of big departments may 
receive as much as $12,000 a year. 


In business, salaries may be even higher de- 
pending on the initiative, talent and energy 
brought to the job. 


Under any circumstances, your girl should 
have no problem finding a position immediately 
after graduation. In recent years, demand for 
Home Economists has exceeded the supply, and 
it is now so acute that we do not know how we 
are going to fill the need. 


REQUIREMENTS for success as a Home 
Economist are a matter of both mind and heart. 
Ask yourself these questions about your girl, to 
see if she is developing the characteristics.that will 
make her happy in this field. 


Is she cooperative? Does she share voluntarily in 
household duties? This means more than just 
setting the table or washing the dishes when 
asked. It means the instinct to take part of the 
responsibility for the comfort and pleasure of the 
family group. The Home Economist must have a 
capacity for teamwork. 


Does she make friends easily, and keep them? The 


warmth of the personality that comes from interest 
in people and liking them is important in our 
profession. 


Has she an inquiring mind? Does she like to try 
new tools, recipes, patterns and ways to entertain? 
Nothing in our profession stands still. 


Does she have satisfactory grades in ALL of her 
studies? Home Economists must have the capacity 
to see things through competently, even though 
their special interests are not involved. 


Is she creative and resourceful? This does not mean 
with her hands, necessarily, though manual dex- 
terity is an asset. It means a capacity to make the 
best of what is at hand. 


Is she tolerant? The Home Economist is likely to 
deal with people of all ages and backgrounds. She 
needs patience with children and sympathy for 
the problems of all people. 


Is she reliable? The Home Economist often car- 
ries heavy responsibilities and must be trustworthy. 


Has she high standards of truth, loyalty and personal 
dignity? The Home Economist sets an example in 
many fields to many people. 


If your girl meets these requirements, a fine 
future is waiting for her in Home Economics— 
important and interesting work, recognition, re- 
spect and, best of all, the knowledge that no 
matter what specialty she chooses she will be 
helping others, as well as herself, to a better, 
happier and more comfortable life.

and shows faith for what it is: a living, dynamic thing 


By Margaret Blair Johnstone, D.D.

Q.. common misconception about faith 
which many average, intelligent people have 
was expressed by a mother who said to me: 

**We are almost afraid to send Jack to col- 
lege. What happens to young people? When 
my niece came home during her second year 
she flatly refused to go to church. After all, we 
don’t want our son to lose his faith.” 

Knowing Jack, I could say, “Your son 
won’t lose his faith. Doubtless he'll get what- 
ever his faith is at this moment shaken up a 
little, but that’s all to the good! And any time 
he stays home from our church because of 
anything he’s learned at college, you call me. 
It’s quite possible he'll have an angle which 
will stimulate new growth in my faith!” 

The trouble is that so many of us confuse 
Faith with faith. This, I think, is like figuring 
that baby food is quite all we'll ever need for 
food. But faith is more than any particular 
Faith or Covenant or Creed—even as democ- 
racy is more than any Magna Charta, May- 
flower Compact, or Bill of Rights. 

Another common misconception about 
faith is revealed whenever people claim they 
have no faith because “‘they were made to go 
to church too much when they were children,” 
or because they feel they have ‘“‘outgrown all 
that kid stuff.” It’s this kind of reasoning, of 
course, which leads to the widespread belief 
that faith is only for weaklings who can’t 
stand on their own two feet. 

Yet time and again I’ve found it’s quite a 
shock to those who call faith a mere crying for 
help from the Man Upstairs when I say: 
“What has all that—what has even church- 
going got to do with your basic faith? Just be- 
cause you had to go to the store day in and 
out when you were a child, do you shun all 





stores now? Because your mother burned the 
potatoes or never broiled steak to your liking 
or perhaps didn’t know anything about your 
now favorite foods, do you refuse to eat today?” 

**There lives more faith in honest doubt, 
believe me, than in half the creeds,” Tenny- 
son once said. Faith, I think, begins only 
when we start to ask questions. Faith is not 
what you know: what you know is fact. Faith 
is what you go on when you don’t know. Or as Dean 
Inge put it: “‘Faith is an act of rational choice 
which makes us act as if certain things were 
true in the confident expectation that they 
will prove to be true.” 

On such “confident expectation,”’ not only 
human progress but actual survival now de- 
pends. Therefore, I think it’s time we examine 
at least four faiths. And the first of these is: 


Faith in God 


The other day two graduate students from 
a large medical school in the Boston area 
came to my study for marriage counseling. On 
one line of the routine tests I give there is 
space to state religious background. The man 
put down: “Believer, then agnostic, but now 
working towards more mature concepts of 
faith.” 

I was particularly interested for if I were to 
fill out that line I should make the same state- 
ment. Furthermore, I believe that when some 
future Toynbee appraises our civilization he 
will find that one of the keynotes of our cul- 
ture is the fact that millions of us, either know- 
ingly or unknowingly, are going through the 
same process. 

Some are seeking faith consciously—as the 
oft-repeated statistics on increased church at- 
tendance demonstrate.

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It’s time for Four Faiths 


2. “God is love’’—and the essence 
of love is creativity, development, 
growth. One of the most stimulat- 
ing challenges to faith in this crea- 
tive power was stated by Einstein 
when he said: “Never lose a holy 
curiosity. . . . If you ask me to 
prove what I believe, I can’t. The 
mind can proceed only so far upon 
what it knows and can prove. 
There comes a point where the 
mind takes a leap—call it intuition 
or what you will—but it comes out 
upon a higher plane of knowledge 
... but can never prove how it got 
there. The important thing is not 
to stop questioning. . . . Our life is 
influenced by a mysterious upward 
urge in the direction of something 
infinitely better than we are—a 
never-failing summons toward an 
unending increase of life. Whatever 
we call the upward urge—con- 
science, sense of honor, a potent, 
felt, interior command—or wheth- 
er we Call it the voice of God, it is 
the prime factor in making life 
sincere. We are not simply seeking 
God, but are being sought by 
Him!” 

No matter what your Faith—or 
lack of it—try starting with that 
premise for faith in God. If you 
cannot, then ask yourself this ques- 
tion. How much of your inability 
to come to a confident trust in God 
is, perhaps, the direct result of a 
basic lack of: 


Faith in yourself 


Rabbi Joshua Liebman used to 
tell the story of a social worker who 
received a letter from a society 
woman who wanted to join in his 
crusade to help “the poor children” 
of New York. She spoke at great 
length about her imperfections and 
ended up by saying that perhaps 
her zeal for Ais cause would make 
up for her shortcomings. But he 
wisely replied: 

‘Dear Madam: Your truly mag- 
nificent shortcomings at present 
are too great. Nothing could pre- 
vent you from visiting them on 
victims of your humility. I advise 
that you love yourself more before 
you squander any love on others.”’ 

One of the sure signs of immatu- 
rity is self-disparagement. “I’m no 
good .. . everything I do flops. I’m 
the world’s worst . . .” Strangely 
enough the most sophisticated per- 
son will go back to this childish 
device of telling everyone he’s 
flunked the exam or that she’s go- 
ing to get the worst report card 
ever. Why do we do it? We do it to 
hide the inner yearning—the stark 
hunger we all have, at times, for 
reassurance, for a booster shot for 
our own sense of worth. 

The real blasphemy of our day 
lies not in the fact that we make 
ourselves God. The real blasphemy 
most of us commit is denying the 
reality and refusing to use the God- 
given power we now have in us. 
We have little faith in ourselves. 

When Jesus said, “Behold the 
kingdom of God is within you,”’ he 
meant it. Faith is not leaving it to

the Lord. Nor is it the God-will- 
take-care-of-you escape hatch from 
responsibility so many of us try to 
make it. Faith is not escape—ever! 
Faith is an experiment which may 
lead to greater and more satisfying 
experience—and it’s not faith if we 
know or even think we know exact- 
ly where we are going to come out. 
Faith is what you go on when you don’t 
know! When Jesus said, “‘Behold 
the kingdom of God is within you,” 
he did not mean we should set up 
ourselves as little tin gods with all 
the answers. He did mean that we 
may search forever saying, “Lo, 
here it is!’ or “It is there!’ but our 
problems will never be solved until 
and unless we have some faith in 
ourselves. 

One of the most unjustly ma- 
ligned poets ever to live was Wil- 
liam Ernest Henley. I have heard 
so-called religious people ridicule 
him time and again for his Jnvictus: 
“Out of the night that covers me 
Black as the pit from pole to pole 
I thank whatever gods may be 
For my unconquerable soul. . . . 

**Egomania, blind conceit, how 
William Ernest Henley loved Wil- 
liam Ernest Henley,” I have heard 
him derided. But do his critics 
know from whence came Invictus? 

Picture a man on a hospital cot 
—in the days before anesthesia of 
any sort was known. His body pain- 
wracked—one foot amputated. 
His mind terror-tortured—for if 
and when he recovered he knew 
they would have to amputate his 
other leg. Then consider these lines: 
“In the fell clutch of circumstance 
I have not winced nor cried aloud. 
Under the bludgeonings of chance 
My head is bloody, but unbowed. 
It matters not how strait the gate 
How charged with punishment the 

scroll. 

I am the master of my fate. 
I am the Captain of my soul.” 

Faith in yourself. It’s basic! And 
so is: 


” 


Faith in your fellow man 


Again, faith isn’t what you have 
when everybody treats you royally; 
faith is what you go on when you 
are tempted to feel that everything 
and everyone has let you down. 
For faith means fo trust others—even 
when you don’t know. 

A friend of mine was asked for a 
loan. After granting it he began to 
hear all sorts of tales about the man 
to whom he had lent the money. 
He began to doubt both the need 
and the intention of his friend. But 
he caught himself up short. “See 
here,”’ he said to himself, ‘‘even if 
he squanders the money .. . even if 
he never repays it, I am doing a far 
worse thing fo myself in this poison 
of doubt than he ever could do by 
betraying my trust.” 

His trust was not betrayed. But 
how many times we let gossip, sus- 
picion, prejudice, and reading into 
others’ motives betray those who trust 
in us! Time and again I hear stories 
of marriage disintegration and find

Hurricanes test elms 


Hurricanes last year showed an interesting difference 
between twocommonly planted elms. At the U.S.D.A.’s 
Plant Introduction Station, near Washington, D. C., 
both the Chinese elm and the Siberian elm were grow- 
ing in an exposed position where they were hit by hur- 
ricane winds. 

The Chinese elm lost a few leaves but otherwise 
came through unhurt. The Siberian elm, brittle as a 
willow, was severely damaged. 

Unfortunately, most of the so-called Chinese elms 
in American commerce are actually Siberian elms 
(Ulmus pumila), which they closely resemble. The 
true Chinese elm (Ulmus parvifolia) is not as hardy 
to cold as the Siberian, but is much more satisfactory 
otherwise. Along the Gulf Coast and other parts of the 
South, it is one of the best of the elms. The Siberian 
elm, although quite hardy to cold, is the type with the 
brittle stems. 


Plant food fights drouth 


If your lawn burned up last summer, it may have been 
unnecessary. With extra nitrogen, grass can take a 
lot more heat and dry weather without damage. 

Dr. Firman Bear, chairman emeritus of the Soils 
Department at Rutgers, points out that nitrogen- 
starved grass cannot use water to best advantage. 

A similar relationship between drouth and phos- 
phorus has been reported by the Oklahoma Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station. In tests there, alfalfa fed 
heavily with phosphorus produced three times more 
growth than alfalfa not fed. 

Possibly both nitrogen and phosphorus stimulate 
deeper root growth, making it possible for grass to 
draw moisture from a wider area. - 


DDT safety studies reassuring 


Some calamity howlers have claimed that DDT was 
slowly but surely poisoning the human race. Not true, 
say scientists who know the facts. 

To prove their case, 51 experimenters ate 35 milli- 
grams of DDT daily for a year. This is about 200 times 
as much per day as most people would pick up from 
eating sprayed food products. 

It is known that some DDT is stored in body fat 
when consumed with food. However, the volunteers 
who ate these massive doses showed no more stored 
DDT at the end of the test period than did those who 
were not on the test. Apparently, body capacity for

DDT storage is limited, and when the concentfation 
reaches a certain point, no more is accumulated. 

These DDT experiments were reported by Dr. Way- 
land J. Hayes, Jr., at the American Association for the 
Advance of Science meetings last December. 

At the same sessions, Dr. Irvin Kerlan of the U. S. 
Food and Drug Administration reported that medic- 
inal drugs, fuels, corrosives, cleaners, gases, and cos- 
metics caused more accidental deaths than pesticides. 


“Black lady” death on mites? 


Entomologists at the University of California, River- 
side, have imported a “‘black lady beetle,”’ Stethorus, 
to help fight redspider-mites. ; 

In its native South America, the beetle destroys 
mites attacking avocados and citrus, which are now 
important crops in California. Entomologists hope 
that it will find all redspider-mites tasty. Unknown: 
whether the black lady is hardy enough to take 
California winters. 


Staking helps control tomato rot 


Plan to grow tomatoes this year? Then stake them up 
if you want cleaner fruits and less rot. 

The fungus that causes rotten tomatoes is usually 
blamed on anthracnose spores that winter over in the 
soil. Now, Cornell disease experts say that anthrac- 
nose can attack even on clean soil, and can live in a 
tomato plant without leaving visible signs. It can also 
enter the leaves through injuries made by flea beetles. 

Staking tomatoes helps control rot because the older 
diseased leaves are not as likely to infect new foliage.

Pemaquid Point lighthouse, one of Maine’s interesting promontories 


Sociicdiiiie northward along the 
Maine Turnpike, we were im- 
pressed with the beautiul pine 
trees which seemed to be every- 
where. North of Portland, the 
coast line is unique, with its deep 
inlets and rocky points of. land. 

Hoping to photograph the fa- 
mous Pemaquid Point lighthouse, 
we left U. S. 1 at Damariscotta to 
follow State 130. 

During the War of 1812, a furi- 
ous battle between the British brig 
Boxer and the American brig En- 
terprise was fought in the waters off 
the shore now guarded by Pema- 
quid Point light. 

As you stand on the weathered 
rocks at the base of the lighthouse 
and listen to the roaring surf, you 
can visualize ships sailing in and 
out of the harbors, bringing sugar 
and tea, taking out timber and furs 
to the Old World. 

Pemaquid light, established in 
1824, is one of the few remaining 
lighthouses on the Atlantic Coast 
open to visitors. A large parking 
lot, maintained by an attendant, is 
provided at a small fee. Although 
the tower is the property of the 
government, the dwelling and 
grounds are owned by the town of 
Bristol to prevent private owner- 
ship which might close it to the 


public. No visitors are admitted 
to the tower; it is sealed and only 
opened twice a year to replace the 
gas tanks that operate the light. 
The light, which required the at- 
tendance of a keeper until it was 
made automatic in 1934, is acti- 
vated by the angle of the sun’s rays. 
After leaving the Point, State 32 
at New Harbor provides an excel- 
lent alternative route for your re- 
turn to U. S. 1.

DANDIES to help with some “problem clothes” and give super results 
to all the other washables that land in your laundry hamper. Try these ideas and turn 


them into standard practice at washtime. You'll find many are time- and worksavers 


Do’s and don’ts to end your laundry troubles 


> Important! Use right water temperature to get P It’s a good idea to sort clothes into wash loads— 
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clothes clean and white. . . . Hot (130 to 160 de- 
grees) for white cotton, linen, nylon, Dacron. Warm 
(100 to 120 degrees) for colored cotton, linen, wool, 
silk, some man-made fibers, and blends with natural 
fibers. Set water heater about 10 degrees higher to 
allow for temperature drop between heater and 
washer. (For wool, use lowest ‘“‘warm”’ setting.) 


Count on soft water—or condition hard water to 
make it soft, so soaps work at their top best. Use a 
home water softener or packaged water conditioner. 
Home installation is more efficient for the laundry 
and bath when connected to both hot and cold 
water lines. Many new homes have a third line for 
drinking water and coffee-making.

It’s no secret! One of the best ways to keep white 
nylons white is to wash them solo.

White nylon has a knack of 
attracting color from even the palest of baby blues 
or pinks, causing the white to turn gray and dull. 

So whether you wash nylons by hand or in washer, 
sort white from colored. If nylons go into the washer 
pop them into a mesh bag for gentle action. 


Here’s a quickie for sparkling nylons— use 
bead bluing. If you’re washing by hand, pour 4 
cup into basin, add hot water, then put in nylons 
and soak for 10 minutes. (You also may want to 
add a little detergent at this point.) Wash, rinse. 

For washer, use 14 cup bead bluing and your 
favorite soap or syndet—skip soaking. Just a 
few washings will brighten dull nylons. 


Take the cling out of your clothes (especially man- 
made fabrics) with this destaticizing solution. You 
add it to the final rinse. One teaspoon will treat 
about three slips or a man’s shirt. [t also makes clothes 
feel softer, smoother, makes them easier to iron. 
Sprayed on auto slipcovers or carpets, it will get 
rid of the static that sometimes gives mild shocks.

Pretreat badly soiled areas such” 
as collar or cuffs on wool shirts and 
bindings on blankets. Mix a little 
mild soap or syndet with warm 
water. Rub it on soiled places. Use 
soft hand brush or terry washcloth. 
Brush blanket in one direction. 


> Washing 


Fill washer (automatic or con-~ 
ventional) with warm water, add 
mild soap or syndet. Run washer” 
to be sure detergent is dissolved be-* 
fore adding your wool garment or 
blanket. (If you have front-loading | 
washer and door can not be opened 
with water in tub, follow special in- 
structions of washer manufacturer ~ 
for washing blanket.) 

Add garment. Let soak for 10 to 7 
15 minutes. Turn over once or | 
twice by hand, but do not operate the 
machine. 

Turn control to “‘spin” to re- 
move soiled water. (Or in conven- 
tional washer, release wringer ten- 
sion, then put garment through.) 

Fill washer with warm rinse wa- 
ter. In automatic washer, stop ma- | 
chine immediately. 

Soak again 4 to 5 minutes, turn- 
ing garment or blanket as before. 9 

Repeat the water-removing steps. “ 
Rinse second time the same way. 
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> Drying 


When using dryer, first put six 
or seven large bath towels in it and 
turn on high heat. 

Preheat for 5 minutes. Towels 
will act as a buffer to prevent wool 
blanket or garment from rubbing 
against itself and felting. 

Add blanket. Drying will take 
about 15 minutes. Don’t overdry. 
Remove while still slightly damp. 

You'll need to stretch blanket to. 7 
original size and shape. Check 
measurements you took. Stretching 
is easy if someone helps you—pull 
evenly in opposite directions. To 
do job by yourself, hang the blanket 
across a line. Pull evenly on the 
two hems. Start at one side of the 
blanket and work across it to the 
other side. 

To line-dry, place wet blanket 
across the line with the weight 
equally divided and stretch as sug- 
gested above. When blanket is par- 
tially dry, turn inside out and place 
lengthwise on the line. With selvage 
sides of blanket together, pull gent- 
ly up and down the blanket. Be 
sure blanket is well stretched. 





> Finishing touches 


When dry, brush blanket well 
with a stiff-bristled brush (nylon 
hairbrush or wire pet brush) to 
raise nap and soften blanket. 

Dampen binding and press with 
a warm iron. Job’s all done!

L. all started at a meeting in our neighbor- 
hood, one of those let’s-do-something sessions 
of the sort I’m sure you’ve frequently attend- 
ed. We were seeking a man to take on a really 
important community assignment, and many 
candidates had been proposed.

Or it 
could be Baker who had never participated in 
local affairs. To each, my friend, a retired 
college president, said no. 

*‘When you have a truly vital job,”’ he ad- 
vised, “get a really busy person. He can do it 
better, more quickly—and with less fuss.” 

‘How is that possible?” I asked. 

“I don’t know the answer,” he replied. 
“But they have ways. Why don’t you put 
your question to some of them? Perhaps you'll 
get answers that can help all of us.” 

That’s exactly what I did. President Eisen- 
hower, Bernard Baruch, Mrs. Eleanor Roose- 
velt, Norman Vincent Peale, Mary Martin, 
Cardinal Spellman, Clare Booth Luce, Senator 
Margaret Chase Smith—these and hundreds 
of other famous men and women with whom 
I talked or corresponded gave details of how 
they managed to accomplish so much, yet 
have more fun out of life. 

I think poet Robert Frost summed up the 
answer best when, soon after his 80th birth- 
day, I asked him how he managed to crowd 
so many interesting, important things into an 
unusually vital lifetime. He said: ‘“‘Learn how 
to do the things you have to do more quickly 


and effortlessly . . . save minutes . . . and you 
will gain an extra hour or more every day to 
do the things you really want to do... to see 


friends, listen to music, or look at pictures. . . 
help others in your community, civic, church, 
and religious activity . . . make the projects 
for which you’re always saving plans. . . read, 
or perhaps even write a little poetry.” 
Teaching yourself to save minutes is like 
following a good budget. Just as putting aside 
nickels and dimes enables you to get that new 
car, patio, or fur coat, so halting the leakage 
of minutes can add up to an extra hour a day 
to expand your living, find adventure, de- 
velop, grow, and enjoy a fuller, richer life. 
Here are nine categories of daily activities 
and a host of minute-minders used by some of 
our busiest, best-known personalities. You 
won’t be able to employ them all. But if you 
examine each question and use each idea to 
spark your imagination, they’ll not only help

Wren American audiences hailed Ezio Pinza as a great roman- 
tic figure in South Pacific, he was baffled. ‘‘I do not understand in 
America,” he confessed to his wife, ““why a man of later years 
should consider himself dead!” 

Today, some 7 years after this historic event, Ezio Pinza is still 
very far from dead. Looking at least a third younger than his 
actual age of 63, he is in his second year in the Broadway hit 
musical, Fanny, and has established a whole new career which 
still sometimes amazes him. 

‘In Europe,” he says, ““you cannot make this kind of a career. 
Once an opera singer, you die an opera singer. You cannot do 
anything else. But in America, I have made movies, done musical 
comedy, had a television program—even a straight play with no 
singing at all. 

“If this goes on,”’ he ends thoughtfully, ‘‘and vaudeville comes 
back, I might even be billed at the Palace as Eddie Pinza.”’ 

Behind Ezio Pinza’s current career is his family—although the 
Pinzas don’t think of it that way.

During fair weather, the Pinzas often have dinner on round 
fieldstone patio above the brook. Gloria, afraid she’s missing 


out on fun, races down from the playroom to join family 


only on condition that whenever 
she appeared, her father, a dental 
surgeon, would call for her. Em- 
phatically, she was to have nothing 
whatever to do with any of the 
raffish Bohemians known as opera 
singers! 

But, after having noticed the 
graceful, brunette ballerina’ in 
three operas, Ezio Pinza smiled at 
her during a rehearsal break for 
luncheon and said, ‘“‘We have a 
sandwich together, yes?” 

Doris thought of her promise to 
her parents, regretfully shook her 
head and said, “‘No!”’ 

She kept on saying ‘“‘no”’ for two 
full years, while Ezio Pinza, at first 
surprised, then bewildered, and 
finally determined, continued to 
suggest sandwiches, a shared con- 
tainer of coffee, lunch, dinner— 
anything. 

Finally, Doris invited Ezio to her 
home. ‘‘You know,” he said when 
he got there, “‘I haven’t been fol- 
lowing you around and asking you 
to go out with me for two years, 
and being so patient, without being 
serious.

**T didn’t understand Italian,” 
Doris says, ‘‘and I felt lost with his 
friends. My friends and interests— 
college students, football, dance 
music—seemed alien to him. Now, 
of course, Ezio speaks English very 
well, and we enjoy our friends.” 


A complete sucker for children, 
like most Italians, Ezio Pinza 
frankly leaves most of the discipline 
of Clelia, 14, Pietro, 11, and Gloria, 
5, to his wife. ““His theories are 
good,”” comments a family friend 
with a grin, “but in practice he’s 
too soft-hearted.”’ 

The family cites the occasion 
when Pinza, working in the back 
yard, spied Pietro watching wistful- 
ly from an upper window.

2 tablespoons vinegar 

14 to 34 teaspoon cloves 
The last 15 minutes of baking, 
score ham fat. Pour drippings from 
pan. Mix brown sugar, syrup, vine- 
gar, and cloves. Spread on ham. 
Return to hot oven (400°) 15 min- 
utes, or until well glazed, basting 
frequently. 


Honey-Orange Glaze 

14 cup honey 

1 cup brown sugar 

14 cup orange juice 
The last 30 minutes of baking, 
score ham fat (avoid making scores 
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too deep). It’s a good idea to pour 
fat drippings from the pan before 
pouring glaze over the ham. Then 
when you baste with glaze in pan, 
it won’t be diluted. Combine 
honey, brown sugar, and orange 
juice. Pour over ham. Continue 
baking in slow oven (325°) about 
30 minutes, or till well glazed. 


Chilled-ham Glaze 
Wonderful to dress up a chilled canned 
or cooked ham for party buffet. Has 
peppy flavor, too— 

Liquid or jelly from canned ham 

plus water to make 14 cups 

14 cup brown sugar 

¥ cup light corn syrup 

1 tablespoon vinegar 

1 tablespoon mixed pickling 

spices 

2 tablespoons cornstarch 

2 tablespoons cold water 
Heat the 11% cups liquid or jelly. 
Add brown sugar, corn syrup, 
vinegar, and pickling spices. Sim- 
mer 5 minutes. Strain. Combine 
cornstarch and 2 tablespoons wa- 
ter; stir into hot mixture. Cook, 
stirring constantly, until thick and 
clear. Cool slightly. Place chilled 
canned or cooked ham on rack 
with shallow pan beneath; spoon 
glaze over. Chill till glaze is set, 
then remove ham to platter and 
serve.

pattern. A flat-roofed Contempo- 
rary house would stand out like a 
purple cow in a neighborhood of 
two-story Colonials. And it’s likely 
the neighbors would resent the in- 
trusion, besides resenting a proba- 
ble drop in value of their houses. 
You wouldn’t be off the hook, 
either. Your new house would suf- 
fer a similar drop in value. 

Another index to the quality of 
the neighborhood is the ratio of 
owners to renters. A neighborhood 
of predominately owner-occupied 
homes is generally one of better 
maintenance and upkeep. 

Your investment is in danger if 
neighborhood progress is slow. If 
one house is going up here and an- 
other a block away with ragged 
weed-grown lots between, it may 
be a “keep out” sign for you. Nat- 
urally, such undesirable surround- 
ings as railroad tracks, cemeteries, 
poorly subdivided developments 
may affect your decision. Indus- 
trial or commercial development 
encroaching the neighborhood may 
be an omen of unpleasant things to 
come. In fact, smoke or odors no- 
ticed during a weekday visit may 
already label the neighborhood as 
undesirable. 

However, well-planned shop- 
ping centers or light industry in 
nearby areas may enhance the 
value of your prospective lot. They 
may be separated from the neigh- 
borhood under inspection by zon- 









ing laws or natural barriers such as 
parks, playgrounds, or golf courses, 


You should be familiar with 
zoning restrictions 


Zoning regulations are in effect 
in almost 800 cities over 10,000 





population. They provide for the ~ 
division of the city into use districts ~ 


within which the type of structure, 
height, and open space are speci- 
fied. They may spell out the mini- 


mum size of your back and side © 


yards, affecting the width of your 
future house in relation to the lot. 
Such restrictions will also deter- 
mine how near you will be to your 
neighbors. It’s smart to note 
whether the lot is near the edge of 
the zone since the property to the 
back or side may be zoned for an- 

other use—possibly unpleasant. 
Don’t overlook the possibility of 
restrictions or protective covenants 
which are frequently placed in in- 
dividual deeds or recorded with the 
plot of the subdivision in which the 
lot lies. Generally, these are con- 
sidered essential in maintaining 
stability, permanence, character, 
and desirability in the community. 
But they may force you to change 
your plans if you have some firm 

ideas about your future home. 
These restrictions imposed to 
protect property values may con- 
trol the design and color of the 
house, the location of fences or

Give due weight to transporta- 
tion facilities and distances to your 
place of work, central business 
areas, suburban shopping centers, 
schools, churches, and recreation.

ful development can be a handy 
rule of thumb. The formula in the 
form of a chart is on page 160. It 
pictures the :dea/ situation, but will 
give you some reliable check points, 

Give some thought to street lay- 
out. Streets in residential neighbor- 
hoods should provide convenient 
access to main arteries, but should 
be planned to discourage their use 
for through traffic. Curved streets 
or those fitting the contours of the 
land generally provide a more at- 
tractive neighborhood than the 
right angle or gridiron-type layout. 
The streets should be adequately 
surfaced, curved, and drained. 

A lot on a main artery has the 
obvious disadvantage of noise and 
heavy traffic, but it frequently has 
the advantage of being close to 
public transportation. And after 
snows and storms thoroughfares get 
first attention.

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Follow a course of action 
to find your lot 


Probably, the quickest and safest 
way is to place your request in the 
hands of a real-estate man. He is 
familiar with many pitfalls which 
may not be apparent to you. 

For example, he probably has 
desirable lots listed for sale himself, 
or knows where others are located. 
He should be familiar with city 
trends and property values, legal 
procedures and papers, facts and 
figures on neighborhoods, zoning 
restrictions, assessments, and future 
plans for the area. 

Once you have narrowed your 
sights on a particular neighbor- 
hood, it’s time to get more specific 
on such subjects as utilities, topog- 
raphy, soil, size, shape, and cost of 
the lot. 

Find out about the availability 
of public services—water, storm 
and sanitary sewers, gas, electric- 
ity, telephone, street lighting, fire 
and police protection, and trash 
removal. If they’re not provided, 
are there any plans for adding 
them? 

Next item to check is cost of such 
services. Have special assessments 
been levied and are others in pros- 
pect? How big are the payments 
and how long will they run? It may 
be wise to probe into the rates 
charged by telephone, gas, and 
electric companies, too. In some 
cases, the cost is greater in subur- 
ban areas. 

While you’re considering special 
assessments, delve into the whole 
tax picture, since this represents 
one of the most important obliga- 
tions in the ownership of property. 
If taxes are not paid, your real 
estate can be forfeited to the taxing 
authority. 

Two principal types of taxes are 
imposed upon real estate: general 
property taxes by states or munici- 
palities, and special taxes by such 
authorities as sanitary or school 
districts. 

In analyzing the tax situation, 
don’t consider just the tax rate. A 
high rate may be less burdensome 
than a low one if properties are 
assessed at a small fraction of true 
value instead of at full value. 


Topography of the lot 
will affect costs 

Obviously, the cost of construct- 
ing a home on a steep lot will be 
greater than on a relatively flat 
one. Extra grading, excavating, 
and filling add up, and there’s the 
possibility you’ll need retaining 
walls and other additions to con- 
trol erosion and drainage. 

On the other hand, low-lying 
flat land may have wet pockets and 
poor surface drainage which can 
also run up costs. It may be wise to 
Mspect your prospective lot just 
after a hard rain. You may spot a 
problem not obvious during sunny 
weather.

have high ground water should be 
avoided. 

The soil itself is important, too, 
and not just because of a possible 
drainage problem. Like most home- 
owners, you'll probably want a 


garden. But poor soil can offset ‘ 


hours of backbreaking care trying 
to grow those prize petunias. 

A couple of test holes dug in the 
lot to check the subsoil are in order, 
too. Don’t make the mistake of one 
family who acquired title to a lot in 
a subdivision where the soil appar- 
ently was free and loose. Others 
who had already built in the area 
had encountered no difficulty in 
excavating, so the subsoil was not 
examined. When the bulldozer bit 
in to excavate for the house, a vein 
of almost solid rock was encount- 
ered just two feet below the sur- 
face. Up shot the construction bill. 


Size of your lot will depend 
on a variety of factors 


Local custom is an important 
guide, and minimum lot size and 
width may be set by local subdivi- 
sion or zoning regulations. 

The Urban Land Institute re- 
ports that in Detroit and many 
southern cities lots of greater depth 
than 100 feet are desired, while the 
accepted standard in some West 
Coast cities is 100 feet. According 
to the Institute, recommended 
minimum lot size is 60x120 feet in 
the North. A minimum of 70 feet is 
recommended in the South and 
West.

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So you're going to buy a lot... 


to the size of the lot. It’s always 
wise to have in mind the type of 
house you want to build, but don’t 
have it planned until a site is se- 
lected. Size, topography, and shape 
of the lot will have a strong influ- 
ence in the final design of your 
home. 

A few “‘do’s” and “‘don’ts” are in 
order when considering the size of 
your lot: 

1. Don’t buy too big a lot; think 
of the upkeep. 

2. Pick one large enough to en- 
sure privacy and space for possible 
expansion. 

3. Don’t be bedazzled into se- 
lecting a huge lot far out because 
the initial price is cheap. It may 
not be cheap when transportation, 
special assessments, provision of 
sewage disposal or water and other 
factors are considered. 

4. Select a larger lot than other- 
wise if you are going to supply your 
own water and sewage-disposal 
facilities. Contamination, nuisance, 
and health hazards must be avoid- 
ed. Minimum standards are usual- 
ly prescribed by the local or state 
health authority. 

There’s a lot of debate on the 
desirability of a corner lot. It gen- 
erally provides more air and light, 
but it is also subject to more traffic 
and bigger assessments if street im- 
provements are necessary. Make 
your own decision on the question 
of privacy. Sure, you won’t have 
neighbors on both sides of corner 
property, but you will have streets 
with passers-by on two sides of your 
house. 

Irregular-shaped lots don’t nec- 
essarily have the same ‘“‘beware” 
sign on them that they did when 
the gridiron pattern of develop- 
ment was used almost exclusively. 
An architect can design to an odd- 
shaped lot and often make an ad- 
vantage of it. But the cost of the 
house will likely be more than 
average because of the complica- 
tions of design. Moreover, an odd- 
shaped lot, such as one with a 
curved rear line, can create sec- 
ondary problems of overhead wires 
or complicated fencing.

How much should you pay 
for a lot? 


Trying to set a reliable formula 
for cost of a lot is hazardous, if not 
impossible. Experienced commu- 
nity developers contend that since 
World War II rising costs make it 
impossible to fix a ratio between 
the price of the proposed house and 
the price of the improved lot. The 
price of raw land suitable for sub- 
division, they explain, has gone up 
much more proportionally than 
costs of construction and site prep- 
aration. Moreover, you may be in- 
fluenced in your choice of a lot by 
special desires. A location near a 
relative or friend or a particular 
feature such as trees or an unusual 
view would rule out any cut-and- 
dried formula as a gauge of value. 

When you are considering price, 
take into account the cost of carry- 
ing a lot—taxes, special assess- 
ments, and the interest you could 
be earning on the money tied up in 
the lot. This carrying expense may 
put the total cost of the land out of 
line if your building should be de- 
layed. Perhaps the moral is: Don’t 
buy a lot until you are reasonably 
sure you can start construction in 
a short time. 

It is best, of course, to pay cash 
for a lot. If you can’t, the most 
common method of purchase is 
through a land contract. Before 
you sign, be sure you can meet the 
payment schedule because the sell- 
er retains title until all or most of 
the installments are paid. 

Another precaution: Be sure the 
seller can give you a clear title and 
that he supplies you with a written 
statement on the improvements to 
be made and who pays for them. 

Once you’ve bought the lot, 

“you’ve taken the first step toward 
one of the most rewarding experi- 
ences of life—homeownership. If 
you’ve selected the lot wisely, you 
won’t be wondering whether it’s 
worth what you paid for it. You'll 
know it can’t be measured in dol- 
lars and cents—only in the satisfac- 
tion of living in a congenial neigh- 
borhood where you feel “‘at home.”

First day: Coeur d’Alene, Idaho, 
to Wenatchee. 266 miles. About 
61% hours’ driving time. 

Thirty-two miles from Coeur 
d’Alene on U. S. Highway 10 is 
Spokane, Washington’s second 
largest city, sprawled near the site 
of the old Spokane House of fur- 
trading days. In its business district 
is the falls of the Spokane River 
where Indians once speared fish. 
From Cliff Park, on the 25-mile 
City Drive, you get a splendid view 
of this town built on the wealth 
from the white-pine forests, from 
the silver and lead of neighboring 
mines, and from wheat of the 
Palouse country to the south. East- 
ern Washington State Museum has 
one of the nation’s finest Indian 
collections. 

Fields of grain, herds of cattle, 
and stretches of sagebrush coun- 
try, such as emigrant wagon trains 
encountered when lumbering west- 
ward a century ago, flank High- 
way U. S. 2 on your way west. A 
short side trip, below Coulee City 
to Dry Falls, leads to the Vista 
House where you'll look at the rim 
over which the raging melt-water 
of Ice Age glaciers plunged. That 
waterfall equaled in volume many 
Niagaras! You can drive into its 
ancient basin to fish for trout in the

blue lakes below its barren cliffs. 
Drive north on Highway 2F past 
Steamboat Rock surrounded now 
by the waters of the huge balanc- 
ing reservoir below Grand Coulee, 
the world’s largest dam. 

Grand Coulee, man-made count- 
erpart of the prehistoric waterfall 
whose skeleton you saw in Sun 
Lakes State Park, outdoes the won- 
ders of the world for size. A guided 
tour will take you into the eight- 
story high, two-blocks-long gen- 
erator room and along the top of 
the dam. You will get facts to help 
you compare this biggest thing 
man ever made with the common- 
place things you know. Then, head 
west on Highways 10B and 10 past 
Chief Joseph Dam to Brewster and 
U.S. 97. 

Lake Chelan, along your way, 
is 55 miles long and so deep it is 
cobalt blue on sunny days. It pene- 
trates a wilderness where the lair 
of the cougar and the lookout sta- 
tions of mountain goats far out- 
number small settlements and 
mining towns reached only by 
boat. The boat leaves Chelan each 
morning at 8:30; lunch is at 
Stehekin, its farthest stop, at one. 
If vacation time permits, the round 
trip of 9! hours at $5.50 per adult 
is one you'll long remember. 


Stop overnight at Wenatchee in 
the apple country on the edge of 
the Cascade Range. A wonderful 
view of the valley, which reaches 
the peak of its beauty when the 
Apple Blossom Festival is in full 
swing, can be had from Ohme 
Gardens. 

Second day: Wenatchee to 
Mount Baker. 243 miles. About 8 
hours’ driving time. 

Go west on U. S. 2 toward the 
pine forests and the summit of the 
Cascades in Stevens Pass. Lakes, 
waterfalls, old mining camps and 
sawmill towns are along this route 
to Everett and Puget Sound. The 
welcome sign is out at Everett’s big 
pulp mill where paper is made. 

North on U. S. 99 you pass 
berry and dairy farms and acres 
upon acres planted in bulbs pro- 
ducing great swatches of color 
across the valley floors in the 
spring. Just south of Bellingham is 
Samish Lake, tucked among forest- 
clad hills. 

Sixty miles from the salmon can- 
neries and lumber mills of Belling- 
ham is Mount Baker. Along the 
last few miles you see snow-crowned 
Mount Shuksan through roadside 
frames of Douglas fir. The road 
skirts a tiny lake rimmed with In- 
dian paintbrush and_ blueberry 
bushes. No landscape architect 
could design a more perfect reflect- 
ing pool or equal its setting and its 
mirrored images of Mount Shuk- 
san with its Hanging Glacier! You 
cross Heather Meadow and, from 
a high ridge, drink in the magnif- 
icence of Mount Baker. A good 


place for an overnight stop is 
Mount Baker Lodge. 

Third day: Mount Baker to 
Seattle by way of Fidalgo and 
Whidby Islands. 168 miles. About 
5 hours of driving. 

Leave Mount Baker early. From 
Bellingham go south on Chuck- 
anut Drive (Alternate 99). Where 
this road cuts the side of Chuck- 
anut Mountain high above Puget 
Sound, there are picnic spots ga- 
lore. Just pull to the shoulder of the 
road and you’re in a grassy plot 
hedged by madrona trees, shaded 
by cedars and firs, and scented by 
honeysuckle blossoms. The view is 
of fish boats and tramp steamers 
trailing smoke across a backdrop 
of wooded islands floating in the 
haze that screens their shores. 
Whimpering sea gulls wheel above 
the beach a few yards below your 
picnic spread. Or, if you prefer, 
there are picnic tables beside the 
beach in Larrabee State Park. 

South of Burlington, turn right 
from U. S. 99 toward Anacortes. 
The harbor is busy with fish boats, 
tugs, and inter-island ferries carry- 
ing passengers to the harbors of 
the San Juans, that galaxy of 178 
islands spread across the blue of an 
inland sea. A bridge links Ana- 
cortes, on Fidalgo Island, with the 
mainland. If you can add a day to 
your vacation, a ferry trip into the 
San Juans will take you to quiet 
coves of forest-clad islands, Fisher- 
man’s Bay, Mount Constitution 
with a view over the whole archi- 
peligo, Roche Harbor, and Friday 
Harbor. 
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By Deception Pass Bridge, cross 
the narrow strait between Fidalgo 
and Whidby Islands. Whidby is 
the second largest island in con- 
tinental United States and small 
farms and towns steeped in early 
Pacific Northwest history are 
strung its entire length. The long 
windows of many of its houses have 
looked out upon windjammers sail- 
ing down-sound half a century ago. 
In Coupeville, snuggled around 
the rim of a sheltered cove, is 
Alexander’s blockhouse, built in 
1855, and a display of Indian 
canoes. Some of these canoes are 
put into action each August when 
Indians race in the International 
Water Festival. As you drive down 
the island you see the gleaming 
white peaks of the Olympics, snow- 
capped Mount Baker and Mount 
Rainier and the waters of Puget 
Sound. Ferry service from Colum- 
bia Beach to Mukilteo on the 
mainland is excellent (90 cents for 
car and driver). 

Several hours of daylight sight- 
seeing will remain if you arrive in 
Seattle in late afternoon, since 
Northwest summer days are long. 
When you have selected your 
motel—there are plenty on U. S. 
99 both north and south of the city 
—have dinner at a fine seafood 
restaurant like the Norselander or 
Ivar’s Acres of Clams. 

You pass Pioneer Square with 
its totem pole, site of Yesler’s saw- 
mill, on your way to Alki Point 
where Seattle was born. Don’t 
miss the night view from West 
Seattle Viewpoint on Admiral 


Way with the city and harbor 
asparkle with a million lights. Fol- 
low Beach Drive toward Lincoln 
Park for more grand views of Puget 
Sound and the Olympics. You'll 
see many homes with colorful rock 
gardens. 

Fourth day: Seattle to Port An- 
geles by way of Bremerton and 
Hood’s Canal. 119 miles. About 3 
hours’ driving time. 

Your morning schedule should 
include government locks, second 
in size to the locks of the Panama 
Canal. They lift vessels from salt- 
water Puget Sound to fresh-water 
Lake Union. The huge piers at 
Smith’s Cove and the Alaskan fish- 
ing fleet anchorage at Salmon Bay 
are on your way. Drive over Lake 
Washington Floating Bridge built 
of concrete pontoons—a water sur- 
face highway. See the Oriental and 
Indian art in Volunteer Park Mu- 
seum and from the top of the 42- 
story Smith Building, see all of 
Seattle. Ye Olde Curiosity Shop is 
near the ferry terminal where you 
board the “Kalakala” for Bremer- 
ton (car and driver, $1.50; passen- 
gers, 60 cents. 65-minute trip). 

You will sight aircraft carriers 
and battleships of Uncle Sam’s 
fleet in the Bremerton Navy Yard 
long before the ferry docks. At cer- 
tain hours, tours are permitted. 

Follow signs reading ‘‘Hood’s 
Canal” on Highway 14 to the junc- 
tion with U. S. 101 and then go 
north past oyster beds, sandy 
beaches, and forests of cedars and 
firs. The foothills here are pink 
with the blossoms of rhododendron 


in late spring. Your route skirts the 
Hood Canal for more than 50 
miles. 

Port Angeles, facing the Strait 
of Juan de Fuca, has excellent mo- 
tels. Follow Marine Drive to the 
narrow 4 miles of sand bar called 
Ediz Hook partially encircling the 
harbor. At night you can see the 
lights of Victoria, British Colum- 
bia, only 17 miles away. There are 
interesting side trips out of Port 
Angeles if a day can be added to 
your vacation. Highway 9A leads 
along the shore of the strait to 
Neah Bay, Makah Indian village, 
past beaches strewn with strange 
shells and silvery driftwood. A 
short trip is to Dungeness, famous 
for its crabs. About an hour’s drive 
takes you to Hurricane Ridge in 
Olympic National Park for a look 
toward the eternal snows.of many 
peaks and the grazing grounds of 
elk and deer. 

Fifth day: Port Angeles to 
Olympia by the Olympic Loop 
Highway. 214 miles; about 5 hours’ 
driving time. 

To see all the spectacular beauty 
of Olympic National Park you 
must use the trails. But our route 
gives you a taste of this “last fron- 
tier.”” Lake Sutherland and Lake 
Crescent are both on U. S. 101 and 
12 miles off the main route is Sol 
Duc Hot Springs. Twenty-six hun- 
dred Roosevelt elk live within the 
boundaries of this wonderland; 
nearly a hundred glaciers are on its 
mountain slopes. Below Forks, fol- 
low the road to the left to its end 
(19 miles) where a short trail leads 


into the rain forests along the Hoh 
River. 

Rain forests are jungles on the 
western slopes of the Olympics— 
weird regions lighted by the green 
light filtering through the dense 
foliage of vine maples and king- 
size ferns. You walk on cushions of 
moss. Forest giants, some of them 
eight feet in diameter, have 
branches upholstered and _fes- 
tooned with moss and studded with 
clumps of ferns. 

For 15 miles, U. S. 101 skirts the 


open sea. Destruction Island, nest- . 


ing place of thousands of auklets, 
looms beyond the breakers bom- 
barding the shore. On the beach 
near Kalaloch you’ll find starfish, 
sand dollars, shells, agates, moon- 
stones, and driftwood. 

At Humptulips, turn right to 
Copalis and a beach with some of 
the finest clam beds in the state. 
Any resident will show you where 
and how to dig for razor clams. A 
few miles south, on Highway 9C, 
you can hunt for crabs at ebb tide. 
Continue on 9C to the lumber-mill 
towns of Hoquiam and Aberdeen; 
then take Highway 410 to Elma 
and 9 to Olympia. 

Olympia is Washington’s capi- 
tal city. The state capitol, a foun- 
tain duplicating one in Copen- 
hagen’s Tivoli Gardens, and the 
State Capitol Museum are worth a 
visit. Splendid motels are north of 
Olympia on U. S. 99. 

Sixth day: Olympia to Tacoma 
to Yakima. 210 miles. About 5% 
hours’ driving time.

Washington 


Leave Olympia early. At Fort 
Lewis, south of Tacoma, with 
Mount Rainier looming large in 
the background, thousands of serv- 
icemen received their training dur- 
ing both world wars. 

Tacoma is built around Com- 
mencement Bay. In Point Defiance 
Park is reconstructed Fort Nis- 
qually. Wright Park, just a few 
blocks from the heart of the city, 
has hundreds of varieties of beauti- 
ful trees. 

Take Highway 5 out of Tacoma 
to Puyallup and Buckley. In early 
spring, the valley is carpeted with 
daffodils. From Buckley, Highway 
410 leads to Yakima Park in Mount 
Rainier National Park. A few 
miles beyond the checking station 
at the White River entrance, the 
view from your car window takes 
in the Cascade Range from Can- 
ada to Oregon. A short trail from 
the parking area becomes a mile- 
high balcony above the West’s 
most spectacular mountain coun- 
try. Mount Rainier, with the 
jagged spur of Little Tahoma, rises 
majestically before you. Down its 
side is the white tongue of Em- 
mon’s Glacier and, far below, the 
gorge of the White River. 

When you return to Highway 
410, continue a few miles into 
Chinook Pass for the privilege of 
picnicking beside Tipsoo Lake. 
There is no lovelier picnic spot in 
all the West! Reaching from the 
lakeside to the clumps of alpine 
spruce and hemlock is a carpet of 
Indian paintbrush and avalanche 
lilies. When the lunch is spread, 
friendly chipmunks and bold moun- 
tain birds will be your guests. 

You do not continue through Chinook 
Pass. Instead, take Highway 5 to 
Ohanapecosh Hot Springs and the 
new White Pass Highway through 
wild mountain scenery past Tieton 
Lake and down the valley of the 
Tieton River. Near Naches the 
road joins Highway 410 leading to 
Yakima. 

Yakima, in the apple country, is 
an excellent overnight stop. There 
are many good motels. In fruit sea- 
son, visit one of the city’s apple- 
packing plants. 

Seventh day: Yakima to Walla 
Walla to Pendleton, Oregon. 159 
miles. About 4 hours’ driving time. 

Down through Union Gap, 
Granger, and Sunnyside on High- 
way 410 you pass farms, cattle 
ranches, and orchards watered by 
irrigation canals. From roadside 
stands you can purchase cherries, 
apples, pears, and peaches. Loom- 
ing now in the west is another of 
Washington’s major white-capped 
peaks, Mount Adams. When this 
region was dry rattlesnake country 
a century ago, Indians roamed 
through its hills and across its 
plains. In Toppenish, just a few 
miles off your route, today’s In- 
dians appear in full regalia at 
Powwow time about the Fourth of 
July. 

Highway 410 skirts the Horse 
Heaven Hills from Prosser to Ken- 
newick. You will visit Richland, 
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Continued from preceding page 


the “Atomic City,” where plu- 
tonium is produced. You cross the 
Columbia from Kennewick to Pas- 
co near its juncture with the 
Yakima and Snake Rivers. Nearby 
is Sacajawea State Park named for 
the Indian woman who guided 
Lewis and Clark westward. 

Walla Walla, in the heart of the 
farming region, is on the spot 
where the Indians met in confer- 
ence with Governor Stevens back 
in 1855. Whitman National Monu- 
ment is on the site of the mission 
built by Marcus Whitman in 1836. 
From the monument you look 
across the territory crossed by 
wagon trains in the last century 
and often swarming with the In- 
dians of the Cayuse, the Nez Perce 
and the Yakima tribes. The high- 
way south from Walla Walla 
crosses into Oregon and joins High- 
way 11 leading to Pendleton. 

The total cost of $210 for the 
seven-day tour for a family of four 
was determined by allowing for 
motels, $49; meals, $13 per day; 
gasoline and service, $38; inci- 
dentals, $32. 

The outlay for accommodations 
can be greatly reduced by tourists 
carrying camping equipment. 
Washington has one of the finest 
state park systems in the nation. 
The charge for overnight parking 
is negligible. There are state parks 
conveniently located near all the 
overnight stops given in our sched- 
ule. A superintendent is on duty in 
each park where overnight camp- 
ing is permitted.

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What the Kzio Pinzas want for their children

he saw Pietro’s wistful face once 
more. Throwing down the garden- 
ing tools, he raced back to his wife. 
“How can you punish scientific 
curiosity?”? he asked sternly. “If 
everyone did that, how would we 
have pasteurized milk?” 

In certain ways, however, Pin- 
za’s Italian upbringing makes him 
more firm with his children than 
many modern parents. Waste— 
whether food, time, or improper 
care of toys—can earn a brisk word 
or two from Pinza, and a pointed 
reference to how lucky his children 
are compared to his own youth. 


Bors in Rome on May 18, 1892, 
Ezio Pinza was the seventh of nine 
children and the first to survive in- 
fancy. He helped stave off the fam- 
ily’s poverty by working in his 
father’s carpentry shop and later as 
a baker’s delivery boy, a profes- 
sional bicycle rider, and a railroad 
flagman. 

“My father thought I'd be better 
off singing. I studied under two 
good teachers, Vezzani and Ruzza. 
In order to study well,”’ he says, 
“you have to be rich and stay 10 
years. I was poor and stayed only 
2. My debut with the Sancino 
Opera Company—tiny but very 
good—came before I was ready.” 

The first world war interrupted 
his career, but after that came the 
Rome Opera Company and La 
Scala, where that great manager of 
the Metropolitan Opera Company, 
Gatti-Casazza, signed him on the 
spot. His New York debut was on 
November 24, 1928, in Spontini’s 
La Vestale, and when he left the 
“Met” 22 years later, he had sung 
83 operatic roles in the course of 
his career. 

Although financially and artis- 
tically Ezio Pinza has never had to 
look back, he can’t help recalling 
the harsh days in Italy. Because 


America has so much, he is quick 
to impress realization and gratitude 
for the good things of life on his 
children. 

**We would be a happier country 
and a happier people,”’ he says, “if 
we learned to be content, not only 
with the big things, but with every- 
thing around us.” 

A firm believer in family unity, 
Pinza actually made the transition 
from opera to stage mainly to see 
more of his children. ““They were 
growing up without me. I was con- 
stantly on tour, either with the 
“Met” or concerts across country 
—sometimes as many as 60 in a 
season! I wanted to be a full-time 
father and husband.” 

A subject on which Ezio Pinza 
has very decided opinions is “‘do it 
yourself.”” He has scant sympathy 
for the person who cannot or will 
not learn to make minor repairs in 
the home or learn to operate prop- 
erly a car or radio. Laziness, men- 
tal or physical, is not tolerated, and 
a tacit rule in the family is ‘“‘no 
work—no play.” 

When he takes the children down 
to the boat, first they polish chro- 
mium and scrub decks. Then they 
go for a cruise. 


Pines rarely plays games with 
his children, but he always has a 
project to keep everyone busy. 

In line with this, he has taught 
not only Piet o but Clelia how to 
handle tools. A major project was 
an immense table for Pietro’s elec- 
tric trains. This excited them far 
more than hearing one of their 
father’s concerts. 

Doris taught Clelia to cook, but 
when she reached the stage of blue- 
berry muffins, Pinza took over. “J 
teach her to make scallopine,” he 
announced. 

“I am constantly happy at the 
interest the children have in doing

tasks, so long as we’re all doing 
them together,” Pinza says. ‘““They 
enjoy taking a walk, or weeding the 
garden, or holding a piece of wire 
and handling a hammer when 
something has to be mended. But 
that is a very important thing in a 
family—that it shall be together.” 

The ability of both Ezio and 
Doris to teach their children is a 
great factor in this unity. On a 
walk, Ezio Pinza and his children 
follow the progress of a new house 
under construction, and Pinza ex- 
plains why and how the work is 
being done. 

Doris, an omnivorous reader, 
not only briefs her husband on cur- 
rent literature for which he has not 
time, but helps the children with 
ideas, household know-how, imag- 
inative concepts, and studies. 

During Pinza’s work in Holly- 
wood, they had a lovely home and 
liked the California climate, but, 
after 2 years there, they decided to 
make their permanent home in the 
east—because of the children. 
**There’s too much wealth in Holly- 
wood,” Doris explains. ““We knew 
we could never maintain the sim- 
plicity and natural balance we 
wanted for our children so long as 
their playmates had ponies and 
speed boats and cars of their own. 

“In Stamford, they go to the 
public schools and material things 
don’t assume any undue impor- 
tance for them. They cherish their 
home. They all have chores like 
any children whose father goes to 
business every day and whose 
mother runs the house.” 


Bair on several levels, the Pinza 
house is rectangular in shape, 
Modern Colonial in style. Upstairs 
are four bedrooms. The back of the 
house is almost entirely windows. 
A huge fieldstone fireplace sepa- 
rates the large living room from the 
dining room. 

Below the living room, built into 
the side of the hill, is the playroom 
which contains piano, TV set, 
Pietro’s train table, Gloria’s steel- 
springed rocking horse, and a 
green leather posture chair where 
Ezio reads his scripts and answers 
his fan mail. 

The playroom veranda leads to 
a fieldstone-slab staircase curving 
down to the round patio with its 
gay outdoor furniture. Dinner is 
often served there. 

Tuberous begonias grow on the 
banks of the brook that meanders 
behind the house, and flowers, 
bushes, and rocks are everywhere. 
Mrs. Pinza takes the dead begonia 
blooms and throws them into the 
brook, where they float about and 
look like deep-rose lily pads. 

The dam which turns the brook 
into a little pond is Pinza’s own 
handiwork. Every August the 
brook dried up. When he decided 
to have a dam, Pinza said, “I do it 
myself.”

Use frozen slices of bread for neat sandwich making. You'll find 
the bread spreads easier — no tearing or crumbling if the butter, mar- 
garine, or filling is a bit stiff. The chill in the bread keeps the filling 
fresh for your lunch-box toters. Even lettuce stays crisp several hours. 

Freeze whole loaves of sliced bread in the wrappings in which they 
come from the store, or wrap up the number of slices you wish to use 
at one time. Now seal in freezer wrapping; freeze. 

When packaging bread for its trip to the freezer, label with the 
date. Frozen bread can be stored up to 1 year at zero. 





Fruit-salad squares are frozen and stored in milk carton. First, 
cut top from carton and fold squares of cellophane or freezer paper 
(double thickness) to fit container. Measure portions of your favorite 
frozen-salad mixture into carton with paper separating servings —5 
or 6 to a quart. To keep more than a day or so, seal in freezer wrap. 

Freeze and store. When almost ready to serve, let stand at room 
temperature for several minutes, then slit carton along one edge and 
remove from salad. Separate servings with knife. Place on salad 
greens about 10 minutes before calling dinner.

How to put //-/7 in your home 


Good living nowadays includes good listening. Pure exciting sound’s 


no longer a lab experiment, hobbyist’s fad, or toy for the rich. It’s 


something any family can enjoy—easily and cheaply. Here’s how

% probably know that “hi-fi’’ is short for high fidelity 
(which simply means faithful reproduction of sound). What 
you may not know is how easily and cheaply you can bring 
this thrilling listening adventure into your home. 

If you’ve been scared by cost, or stumped by complexities, 
just relax! The only thing about hi-fi that'll overwhelm you 
is the sound! 

Basically, hi-fi has the same stages as a regular radio or 
phonograph (see picture above). The difference is, when 
you buy hi-fi you choose these components separately. Then 
you combine them into a flexible, harmonious installation 
which produces vastly improved tone and control. 

You can spend a thousand dollars and have hi-fi that will 
wondrously rock the rafters. But for less than $200, you can 
own a system that will surpass the best sets available a short 
time ago. 

What does hi-fi have to cause this? Mainly the achieve- 
ment of today’s components being designed to eliminate 
distortion of “fuzzy” sound, evident in old radios and phono- 
graphs. Also the engineering of currently available equip- 
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ment will pass through the tones that give realism and “‘pres- 
ence”’ to your musical listening. To explain in terms of you: 

Your ear “‘hears”’ a range of sound from a low of around 
30 vibrations (or cycles) per second and all the tones up to a 
high of a cricketlike 15,000 vibrations. Average radio is con- 
fined to 150 to 5,000 cycle range. This includes just funda- 
mental musical tones. Almost all overtones and harmonics 
which give life to music and distinctiveness to each instru- 
ment are missing. 

When you start to shop for your improved listening, 
you'll find that not all music or department stores have a hi-fi 
stock—yet. But more and more hi-fi “salons” are springing 
up, making it possible for you to make critical comparisons 
of each component—choosing the combination that’s best 
for your ear—before you buy. 

If you live in a small town, you may have to shop afield or 
turn to catalogs. Most mail-order distributors offer a “pack- 
age’’ unit for almost every budget. Their books are full of 
information for the buyer. Almost all their sets are made 
simpler to install by “color coding” [ Turn to page 196

Several catalog houses list ‘‘complete’” phono systems for 
around $100. There are other phono-radio combinations 
that range from $150 to $250. Caution: Be sure catalog house 
offers money-back guarantee of satisfaction. 

Let’s examine what a satisfactory, yet basic, hi-fi system 
should contain: 

Start with the record changer. There are several good 
choices under $50. You can save nearly half by getting a 
manual player instead of automatic changer. When buying: 
check to see if there’s a “four pole” type motor. 

Next comes the cartridge. This is the small head which holds 
the phonograph needle and plugs into the record-player’s 
tone arm. It changes tiny vibrations of needle on record into 
small electrical voltages so must be precision-built for best 
fidelity. A low-cost standard is the variable-reluctance-type 
magnetic cartridge. 

Almost all hi-fi’ers insist upon a diamond-tipped needle or 
stylus. Reason: they're hardest, giving up to 1,000 hours of 
play without replacement. Sapphire points begin to damage 
LP-record grooves after 40-50 playing hours. A tip: get a 1- 
mil diamond needle to play commoner 33!4- and 45-rpm 
records and cheaper 3-mil sapphire for 78-rpm records. 

The amplifier you select should have these features: volume, 
bass, treble controls; at least three switch positions to pick 
your program source (radio, TV, record, etc.); and a switch 
control for record compensation or equalization. A refine- 
ment of technique in equalization has two amplifier con- 
trols instead of one to compensate for boosted treble range of

A 4-year face-lifting job on U.S. 90, where 
it fronts on the Gulf of Mexico for 26 miles in 
Mississippi, has created one of the finest beach 
resorts in the United States. 

The Old Spanish Trail—as U. S. 90 is 
called, referring to the first Spanish settlers 
who ruled the northern Gulf coast—is a major 
east-west route through the southern part of 
the country and it is crossed or met by most of 
the important north-south highways. At Bi- 
loxi, Mississippi, the highway begins a 26-mile 
flirtation with the Gulf of Mexico, skirting the 
water’s edge through the towns of Long 
Beach, Gulfport, and Pass Christian, before 
it turns inland at Bay St. Louis and continues 
on to New Orleans and the west coast. 

In 1951, to protect this exposed portion of 
militarily vital highway from occasional wash- 
outs by rampaging Gulf waters, huge hydrau- 
lic dredges began to suck sand from the Gulf 
bottom and deposit it along the highway’s 
edge to form a broad protective beach. 

Today the new four-lane, center-island 
highway has ample protection from the water 
while vacationers have fallen heir to a 26-mile 
man-made beach wide enough never to be

Buying or selling a house or lot? 


You ought to— 
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Learn the lingo 


By Robert and Edith Simonds 


| Pe lenders, brokers, bankers, and real-estate 
salesmen speak in a language you need to know if you 
are buying or selling a house or lot. Knowledge of this 
language helps you make a quick and intelligent sale or 
purchase. We learned the hard way—through confusion, 
ignorance, and delay. You can learn quickly by checking 
this list of terms—and the significance of each. 


Real-estate terms 

Commission: This is the wage which the seller pays to the 
real-estate agent in return for his services. These services 
customarily include: showing the house to prospective 
buyers, advertising, and acting as go-between in discus- 
sions between buyer and seller over price, conditions of 
sale, time of possession, and so on. The commission is 
usually fixed by the local real-estate board and is stand- 
ard for all realtors; it is usually 5 percent of the sale price 
of the house and is paid when the transaction is closed. 


Exelusive: If the owner gives the sale of his house to one 
realtor to handle with the agreement that no other real- 
tor will have the sale, this realtor is said to have an ex- 
clusive. The advantage of giving an exclusive is that the 
realtor will exert special effort in order to make a quick 
sale, for he feels a certain responsibility to move the 
house quickly. The disadvantage is that an exclusive nar- 
rows the number of potential buyers. An exclusive is 
usually given for a stated period of time—two weeks, a 
month, six weeks—after which, if the house is not sold, 
the owner may place it on a wider market. A sale by the 
owner to any buyer during the “exclusive’’ period en- 
titles the realtor to the commission, whether the realtor 
was responsible for the buyer or not. 


Multiple listing: [n many areas a multiple-listing service 
is available. This is usually handled by a realtor who will 
provide these services: 1) he will send a description of the 
house to a substantial number of realtors in the area of 
potential sale; 2) he will handle the house himself as an 
individual realtor; and 3), he will advertise the house. 
For these services he will claim a certain percentage of 
the real-estate commission from whichever realtor sells 
the house or from the owner if he should sell while under 
contract to the multiple-lister. The advantages of this 
service are that the house is put on a much wider market 
than it would be otherwise and that the owner deals with 
but one realtor. The disadvantages are that the seller 
must sign a contract allowing the commission to be split, 
a fact which makes the sale of the house less appealing to 
other realtors, and that if the owner should sell the house 
himself, he must also pay the multiple-lister a commission 
(but not necessarily a full commission). 


Reserved rights: In placing his home on the market with 
one or more realtors, the owner may reserve for himself

compare. Note figure given for 
“distortion.”’ The lower this num- 
ber, the ‘‘cleaner”’ the sound. As for 
power output, 10 or 12 watts will 
provide all the volume you can tol- 
erate unless the room’s quite large. 
“Frequency response” rating of 30 
to 16,000 cycles provides all the 
music you can hear. Most ampli- 
fiers go even higher than this. 

There are good amplifiers in the 
$55-$75 bracket. You'll have to 
pay a lot more, and improve your 
ear quite a bit, to improve on them. 

Finally, our basic system needs 
a speaker. Set aside roughly one- 
fourth your budget for this pur- 
chase since workmanship necessary 
in assembly of a fine wide-range 
unit makes cost go up. 

A wise beginner’s choice is a co- 
axial or triaxial model. A coaxial is 
a large speaker to handle bass tones 
(“Woofer”) and a small one for 
treble (““Tweeter’’) mounted in the 
same frame. Better tonal range 
than is usually possible with a 
single speaker is obtained this way. 

Hi-fi speakers range from 8- to 
15-inch diameter. A 12-inch is a 
good compromise of performance 
and economy. Note: speaker will 
be rated a certain “‘impedance.” 
Check “output” specifications of 
amplifier to be sure speaker imped- 
ance will match corresponding out- 
put terminal of amplifier. 


The best speaker you can buy 
will have little better tone than a 
$15 radio if you set it on a table or 
hold it in your hand. High fre- 
quencies come through but low 
ones are missing. To gain full, 
fundamental tones of drums, bass 
viols, and instruments which form 
bedrock of music, speaker must be 
in an adequate enclosure or baffle. 

Here’s what baffle does: Visual- 
ize the paper part, or cone, of the 
speaker moving back and forth in 
accordance with program voltages 
fed from the amplifier. As cone 
moves forward, air in front is com- 
pressed. Air behind is depressed or 
rarefied. With speaker in open air, 
opposing pressure set up by rapid 
cone movement cancels lowest 
frequencies. To maintain impor- 
tant bass, we must keep opposing 
pressures apart or at least make 
them travel a distance to get at 
each other. 

Simplest method of separating 
pressures is to mount speaker 
against hole in large sheet of ply- 
wood. More effective is in a hole in 
the wall of a room, about 5 feet 
from floor, facing longest room 
dimension and projecting into ad- 
joining room or wall cavity. 

This, of course, isn’t always pos- 
sible. Most people put the plywood 
mount in a cabinet that they buy or 
build. (Next month, we show you 
how to build a speaker cabinet.) 
With a ready-built enclosure, it’s 
wise to investigate buying your 
speaker right with it as a matched 
unit. This avoids a questionable 
combination.

There are excellent do-it-your- 
self speaker kits made by some of 
the ready-made enclosure people, 
These come as patterns to follow, 
or as wood precut and ready for as. 
sembly and finishing. Many speak- 
er companies provide plans for en- 
closures to house their product. 

After assembly of the just-de- 
scribed basic system, you’ll probe 
ably begin to want other program 
sources to take advantage of your 
excellent reproduction and control, 


The first extra that’s usually 
chosen is a tuner. This is a radio- 
receiver without its own power am- 
plifier or speaker. It receives broad- 
cast programs over FM or AM 
depending on what type you buy. 
Choice here depends on nearness 
to FM station and sending strength. 

Tape recorder may appeal to 
you. You can play material record- 
ed off the air or around home. 

Excellent FM sound is avail- 
able from your TV set. If you wish, 
a competent TV repairman can 
disconnect the small amplifier in 
your set and run a shielded line to 
your more adequate musical-sys- 
tem amplifier. You'll discover 
noisy, muffled TV films can be 
quieted and brought into proper 
tonal balance by adjustment of am- 
plifier controls. Tip: locate picture 
tube close to speaker so distance 
from sound to the action being seen 
is not unnatural. 

Finally here are some tips to 
help you start: 

1. Set a budget. Start with basic 
installation. Plan to make improve- 
ments later as you gain experience. 

2. Send for several free catalogs. 
Even if you plan to buy locally, a 
catalog can offer comparisons. 

3. Shop for features instead of 
“bargains.” Also steer clear of 
other folks’ “white elephants,” un- 
less you know your buying onions. 

4. Think what grade compo- 
nents you really need, what fea- 
tures give most for your hi-fi dollar. 

Maybe by now you're sold on 
better music in the home, but 
you’re still shy about any electrical 
tinkering past plugging a cord into 
a wall socket. All is not lost. Thanks 
to competition from the upstart 
hi-fi industry, commercial “‘ready- 
made” sets have undergone ac- 
celerated upswing in fidelity they 
offer.

Wi the current baby boom showing no signs of a 
recession, more and more parents are discovering the 
joys—and problems—of a larger family. At our house, 
the turmoil revolved about 4-year-old Sheila, our mid- 
dle child.

In floored attics, remove several 
boards at intervals, push loose fill un- 
der flooring with wooden rake, and 
level. Use plenty of the material. 

In unfloored attics, bridge joists 
with strong length of lumber for a 
walkway. Be careful that you don’t 
step on ceiling between joists.

Mineral-wool loose-fill insulation is 
easily installed by pouring it between 
opening framing in attics. Use vapor 
barrier, if necessary. 

You should have professionals blow 
this material in side walls and the 
other sections of your house where 
special installation skills are needed. 


Where to use vapor barriers 


Earth floors in crawl spaces and 
basement rooms should be covered 
with a good vapor barrier. Lap the 
“joints” for best seal. 

Effective vapor barriers include 
this thin polyethylene film. 
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Leave air space between single | 
ers of aluminum-foil (reflective) in- 
sulation. It’s tacked to framing, as 
shown here. Make sure the edges are 
butted or lapped together. 

Single layer of foil is adequate only 
in warmest climates; two and three 
layers give you more protection. 


Expand cellulose reflective blanket 
to length of space it will insulate. Add 
six inches for fastening at ends, and 
cut it to length with shears. 

For side walls, tack it at the top, 
bottom, and sides—foil side toward 
inside of house. In attic, go across 
collar beams; vent between it, roof. 
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Recess multiple layers of foil be- 
tween framing, as pictured. This pro- 
vides air space between foil and inte- 
rior face of wall or floor—and gives 
insulation better chance to do its job. 
Where possible, recess aluminu 
covered mineral-wool blankets inch or 
so for adequate air space.

He may also reserve the right 
to advertise the house under his 
own name. 

Financial terms 
Mortgage: A mortgage is the 
pledge of a property to a bank, 
mortgage company, or individual 
in return for the loan of a certain 
amount of money. This amount 
may be anywhere from 60 to 95 
percent of the appraised value, de- 
pending upon the cost, the condi- 
tion of the house, whether the buy- 
er is a veteran or not, whether an 
F.H.A. guarantee is possible, and 
the policies of the lending institu- 
tion. The mortgage is usually re- 
paid in monthly installments at a 
certain interest ‘rate which may 
vary. from 4 to 6 percent. Part of 
the monthly payment to the mort- 
gage company is applied to the 
principal, part to interest; certain 
loans provide for advance monthly 
installments for property taxes and 
hazard insurance. If the monthly 
payments are not made, the mort- 
gage company has a right to fore- 
close the mortgage, a procedure 
wherein the property may be sold 
to satisfy the amount due for prin- 
cipal, interest, expenses, and court 
costs.

Mertgagee: This is the person, 
bank, or company which holds the 
mortgage. The mortgagee may be 
a building-and-loan- or savings- 
and-loan association, a life-insur- 
ance, or finance company. 


Moeritgager (sometimes spelled 
mortgager): This is the person who 
pledges his property as security for 
a loan. 


Second mortgage: This is the 
pledge of a property to a bank, 
mortgage company, or person for a 
sum of money over and above that 
secured by the first mortgage. A 
second mortgage is more difficult 
to obtain because the first mort- 
gagee has priority on the mort- 
gaged property. If the borrower 
defaults, the first mortgage is paid 
first—from the proceeds of the sale 
of the property—and the second 
mortgagee may or may not collect 
his money. A second mortgage is a 
‘junior’ lien—junior or inferior to 
the first mortgage. 


Mortgage broker: A man or a 
company dealing in mortgages as 
a commodity is called a broker. 
For a fee, usually paid by the per- 
son borrowing the money, the 
broker arranges a mortgage for the 
borrower by obtaining the funds 


from a life-insurance company, 
finance company, or some other 
lender. 


**F.H.A. lean”: “F.H.A.” stands 
for Federal Housing Administra- 
tion, an agency created by Con- 
gress. The ramifications of the 
F.H.A. are too many to discuss in 
this article; however, new buyers 
or sellers should realize the funda- 
mental principles guiding F.H.A.- 
guaranteed loans. The government 
does not lend money. In those cases 
where the F.H.A. approves the 
loan, the government does guaran- 
tee that it will be responsible to the 
mortgagee or lender for the collec- 
tion of or the reimbursement for 
the balance due if the mortgagor 
should default on his payments. 
The F.H.A. will guarantee only a 
certain percentage of its appraisal 
of the property. 

F.H.A. appraisal: Upon the pay- 
ment of a $25 fee by the applicant 
for the loan, an F.H.A. appraiser 
will inspect the house and property 
and appraise it with these criteria 
in mind: condition and age of the 
house, appropriateness of the home 
to its surroundings, and location— 
the intention being to arrive at a 
cash market value. 

F.H.A. conditional commit- 
ment: On the basis of the apprais- 
al, the F.H.A. will make a condi- 
tional commitment—that is, they 
will commit themselves to guaran- 
tee on the property a certain 
amount with payments over a pe- 
riod of a specified number of 
months. The final commitment 


will depend on the credit rating of 
the borrower and on his ability to 
pay. If the seller believes that his 
home will take an F.H.A.-guaran- 
teed loan, he should apply to his 
local F.H.A office for a conditional 
commitment at least six weeks be- 
fore he puts the house on the mar- 
ket, if this is possible. 


G.I. lean’: This type of loan is 
similar to the F.H.A.-guaranteed 
loan described above except that 
the G.I. loan may be obtained only 
by a veteran eligible for benefits 
under the G.I. Bill of Rights. Be- 
fore he applies for such a loan, he 
must secure a certificate of eligibil- 
ity from the Veterans Administra- 
tion. The government will usually 
guarantee a loan for a larger per- 
centage of the appraisal than is 
possible under an F.H.A. loan, 
which means that the borrower 
will need a smaller down payment 
in making a purchase. The loan is 
usually given with a lower interest 
rate than an F.H.A. loan. Ap- 
praisals are made by the Veterans 
Administration and will not be 
made until the veteran has made 
application for the loan. (A pam- 
phlet giving the details of the G.I. 
loan program is available from the 
Government Printing Office for 
10 cents.) 


“Earnest money”: Sometimes 
called “‘hand money,” this is the 
money tendered by the prospective 
buyer to the seller or his realtor 
whereby he indicates his willing- 
ness to purchase the property for a

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stated price. At this time the pros- 
pective buyer usually signs an “of- 
fer to purchase.” If it is accepted 
by the seller a formal contract is 
customarily entered into and the 
earnest money becomes all or part 
of the down payment. If the offer 
is refused by the seller and no other 
agreement is made, the earnest 
money is returned to the prospec- 
tive buyer. Earnest money is an 
indication by the prospective buy- 
er that he is “in earnest”’ in the 
proposed transaction and is usual- 
ly a very small percentage of the 
proposed purchase price. 


Down payment: This is a sum of 
money paid by the buyer to the 
seller when an agreement is 
reached. It is an initial payment 
made before the transaction is 
finally concluded, to bind the 
agreement between buyer and sell- 
er. It is part of the purchase price 
agreed upon by both parties. If the 
buyer decides not to consummate 
the transaction, he forfeits his down 
payment. 


Hazard insurance: An inclusive 
term referring to fire, smoke, storm, 
wind, hail, and accident insurance 
on the property. Often the buyer 
will take over the hazard insur- 
ance policies of the seller and pay 
the value for the unexpired term, 
pro rata. It is wise to have sufficient 
hazard insurance coverage in force 
on the property at all times during 
the transaction. If the house is 
mortgaged, payments for this in- 
surance are sometimes accumulat- 
ed monthly through the mortgagee. 


Property taxes: These taxes, of 
course, vary with each locale and 
in some areas must be paid a year 
in advance. The taxes due at the 
closing date are paid by the seller. 
The taxes for the current year are 
prorated between buyer and sell- 
er, usually as of date of possession. 
If the property is mortgaged, taxes 
are usually accumulated by the 
mortgagee in monthly payments. 
If the owner is delinquent in pay- 
ing his taxes, he may lose the prop- 
erty through tax sale. 


Legal terms 


First papers: These are papers 
which most lawyers will tell you to 
avoid. They are usually “offer to 
purchase” forms drawn up by the 
realtor and require the deposit or 
tender of ‘earnest money.”’ When 
the signed offer is also signed by 
the seller, both parties may be 
bound, even though the terms are 
not completely stated. Lawyers 
will recommend that neither buyer 
nor seller sign such papers; too of- 
ten annoying legal entanglements 
have resulted from too hasty a 
signing of such an instrument. A 
legal contract can be drawn within 
a few days’ time. Waiting for such 
a contract to be drawn will in no 
way hinder the sale and will pro- 
tect both parties from unnecessary 
misunderstandings. 


Centract: The contract is the le- 
gal agreement signed by buyer and 
seller binding them to the transac- 
tion as stated. The contract usually 
states the purchase price, how this 
is to be paid, within what time it 
is to be paid. It includes a legal 
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description of the property, states 
how the taxes and insurance are to 
be prorated, and gives the date of 
possession. It should be drawn up 
by a lawyer. The original of the 
signed contract is held in escrow 
until the closing date. The deed 
for the property is also deposited in 
escrow, and all papers are held un- 
til the date of closing the transac- 
tion. The contract also provides for 
the furnishing of an abstract of title 
or title-guarantee policy. 


Selling on contract: This de- 
scribes a method of selling a piece 
of property whereby the seller ac- 
cepts a certain amount of money as 
down payment and then actually 
finances the purchase by accepting 
the remainder of the purchase price 
plus interest in monthly payments. 
If the property was previously 
mortgaged, the seller remains re- 
sponsible for the mortgage pay- 
ments. Such a contract should be 
handled by lawyers for both par- 
ties in order that each be protected. 
If the buyer should default in his 
payments, he usually forfeits the 
money he has paid and has no 
claim on the property. 


Warranty deed: This is the deed 
or “bill of sale” to the property 
containing a covenant of warranty 
by which the grantor in the deed 
guarantees or “warrants” that the 
title to the property is clear. This 
must be executed by the seller 
(and his spouse if required by local 
laws) and is transferred to the buy- 
er at the time of completion of the 
transaction. 


Quit-claim deed: This is a deed 
or “bill of sale” to the property 
without guarantees or covenants 
of warranty. The seller or grantor 
by this deed conveys or transfers 
only whatever interest he has in the 
property and subject to whatever 
infirmities exist on the title. 


Abstract of title: This is a cumu- 
lative history of the transactions 
concerning or affecting the proper- 
ty, compiled from the pertinent 
public records. This abstract must 
be brought up to date by an ab- 
stract or title company before the 
transaction is completed. The fee 
for this service is paid by the seller 
of the property. 


Lien: This is a charge or encum- 
brance on property to secure an 
obligation or protect a right. A 
lawyer, in handling a case of real- 
estate sale, will make sure that all 
liens upon a piece of property are 
satisfactorily taken care of before 
the property changes hands to pro- 
tect the purchaser. 


Eserow: If funds, a deed, bond, or 
other written agreement are placed 
in escrow, this means they are 
given to a third party to hold and 
deliver pursuant to the perform- 
ance of conditions stated in a con- 
tract or other instrument. The 
third party is usually a lawyer or 
a_ bank. Depositing a paper or 
money in escrow places it beyond 
the control of the party who gives 
it, but it cannot be passed to the 
party who is to receive it until he 
fulfills certain stated conditions of 
the instrument.

The first time your child bluntly says “No” to 
you, you will feel shock, then exasperation. But 
if you understand why he resists directions, you 


can handle this phase wisely and sympathetically

A. about 18 months, it’s common for a toddler to start 
balking at everything he is asked to do. 

The first time it happens, you can’t quite believe it. Is 
your usually agreeable baby defying you? 

If Baby continues to object to routine or reasonable re- 
quests, some parents pass from bewilderment to exaspera- 
tion, some to a feeling of outraged authority, and some, 
unhappily, to a prolonged clash of wills with their little one. 

Why do so many young children have this negative atti- 
tude? And how can you avoid having your relations with 
your child marred by unpleasant scenes? 

When your youngster objects to your wishes, he isn’t be- 
ing defiant. He is expressing a normal need to assert his in- 
dependence, to have some say in decisions concerning him- 
self and his daily routine. 

Probably, even as an infant, he has on occasion shown 
signs of disagreeing with your plans for him by turning his 
head away from offered food or firmly closing his lips against 
it. He may also at times have stiffened his body to show 
dislike for being held. And by twisting and turning, he can 
make dressing or diapering a game of “catch as catch can.” 

However, these indications of independent thinking sel- 
dom affect a parent’s emotions as does a child’s spoken 
“No.” This may be because we, as children, were never 
permitted to say “No” to Father or Mother and we feel we 
should not allow our children to say it to us. 

Your toddler has just learned to say a few words. He is 
proud that you can understand them. And one of the ex- 
pressions he has heard and understood most frequently from 
you is ““No, no.”’ So, it isn’t surprising that he borrows the 
words from you when he is asked to stop his play at meal- 
time or to leave the sunny yard for a nap. 

To his mind, there is no difference between his saying 
“No” to you and your saying it to him. 

It isn’t only when your wishes conflict with his that he 
objects. His need to assert himself is so much a part of his 
growing awareness as an individual that he is very likely to 
say ‘‘No”’ even when you propose something he wants to do. 

But, inconvenient though it may be at times, you do want 
him to develop independence. If he never asserted himself, 
he would grow up a “door mat” type of person, to be walked 
over by others stronger-willed than he. 


Understanding the reasons for his rebellion makes it easier 
for you to meet it calmly. It also ensures that his drive to- 
wards independence does not interfere with anything neces- 
sary to his health or welfare. 

The parent who considers the runabout’s “‘No” a threat 
to his own authority, and charges in to compel obedience, 
is apt to deepen the youngster’s resistance. 

Then the child may assert himself by ignoring requests

everything 


although he understands them, or by stubbornly refusing to 
eat, go to sleep, or cooperate in toilet training. 

It will take patience on your part to guide your child 
through-the ““No, no” phase, but it is worth it to avoid a 
contest of wills between you. 

There will be times such as during a doctor’s checkup, 
when you will have to simply ignore his refusal. Generally, 
though, if you are understanding, friendly, even gay, it will 
do much to help your youngster go along with your sugges- 
tions, without feeling that he has no say in his own affairs. 


Give him things over which he can exercise his own con- 
trol. Wheel-toys he can push or pull, pounding boards, 
blocks, dolls, a sandpile, are all means through which he can 
assert his independence. 

Give him a choice wherever possible. It should be a real 
choice, so far as he is concerned. Either alternative he 
chooses should, of course, be agreeable to you. 

For instance, when it is lunchtime and he is playing, you 
might ask him whether he wants to wash up in the bath- 
room before lunch or if he would rather wash at the kitchen 
sink. In considering his choice and deciding upon it, he very 
likely will forget to protest stopping play in order to eat his 
lunch. 

However, both parents must make a special effort to be 
consistent during this period. Insisting on his washing his 
hands one day and giving in to his “No” another day will 
only confuse him. 

He may back up some of his objections with a temper 
tantrum. If it gets results, he’ll realize [| Turn to page 293

its effectiveness and keep on having 
tantrums whenever he is crossed. 

A tantrum should be ignored, 
even to the point of leaving the 
room until the child has finished 
his outburst. Afterward, explain to 
him that you love him but you do 
not like kicking and screaming. 

It’s best to give him few oppor- 
tunities to say “No.” When it’s 
time for his nap, just announce, 
“Now we’re going to take a nap.” 
Then take him by the hand and 
lead him to his bed. 

Often, you can divert his atten- 
tion by making a game out of what 
you want him to do. If he says he 
won't go to bed, don’t argue. Just 
say, ‘“‘Let’s see who can get up the 
stairs (or into the bedroom) first.” 

Children are tremendously sug- 
gestible. They respond easily and 
quickly to play ideas when you are 
poised and unperturbed. 

A good laugh over some non- 
sense rhymes or some funny hap- 
pening often helps the child at this 
time. Horrified attention and 
treating him as a naughty boy are 
not called for when he voices his 
self-asserting ‘‘No.”” 


em a child’s “No” is a 
bid for attention. Children need 
attention to feel important and 
loved. If this need is satisfied with a 
constant environment of affection 
and interest in the youngster, he is 
not so likely to use balkiness to get 
attention. 

Avoid giving your youngster 
frequent, unnecessary directions. 
This is a habit many parents fall 
into unconsciously. It can be very 
annoying to a child and set up his 
determined resistance to all your 
requests. 

Your little one may be running 
about in the yard when you call, 
“Sit down now and rest.”’ It is the 
physical nature of a child to sit or 
lie down and rest when he is tired, 
so in directing him to do something 
which is unnecessary at the mo- 
ment, you are setting a situation 
for an automatic ‘‘No”’ from him. 

Unless important to his health 
or the household routine, curb your 
impulses to direct his activities. 
This gives your youngster a chance 
to develop his own initiative and 
power of reasoning. 

While resistance to suggestions 
begins to be particularly noticea- 
ble in many children at about 18 
months of age, in some it may not 
appear until the middle of the third 
year. Generally, such negative be- 
havior reaches a peak at about 3 
years. 

After that, it usually declines— 
at least so far as open defiance is 
concerned. As the youngster be- 
comes older, his ability to under- 
stand what is expected of him, and 
to comply, is better developed. 

Resistance declines, too, because 
the older child has learned that life 
is more pleasant when he is agree- 
able. Also, he has learned how to 
make his own wishes understood. 
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His parents likewise understand 
him better and have learned how 
to handle situations that arouse his 
protests. 

Sometimes, a child will say 
*“No” because he is not able to do 
what is asked. 

Needless interference or hurry- 
ing him when he is trying to com- 
ply with your directions, frequent 
teasing, contradictory commands, 
fondling him against his wishes, 
urging him to repeat over and over 
words or phrases he is learning to 
say, continuing beyond his span of 
concentration a game you are play- 
ing with him, will all tempt your 
youngster to refuse to cooperate. 


One authority on child develop- 
ment comments it is not surprising 
that children show resistance when 
one considers how much they are 
pushed around, even by parents 
who are patient and wise. He 
points out that we parents are sub- 
ject to many rules and restrictions 
which we take for granted but 
which to a small child must seem 
arbitrary. 

And, while most children, in 
time, stop objecting openly, resist- 
ance is likely to continue in more 
subtle forms as they grow older. 
Bickering and argumentativeness, 
pretending not to hear or under- 
stand, complaining, careless per- 
formance of tasks, may represent 
resistance in an older child. 

Some people carry over into 
adulthood the inclination to resist 
suggestions or directions, for no 
good reason except that they resent 
being told what to do. 

But, for the most part, annoying 
negative behavior in children dis- 
appears in time, the more quickly 
if it is wisely handled by sympa- 
thetic, understanding parents. 

Certainly, we do not want to 
squash a child’s every attempt at 
independence. We do not wish to 
teach them to always conform 
without question to every sugges- 
tion. We want them to learn why 
obedience at certain times and in 
certain matters is necessary—with- 
out, however, stifling their urge to 
reason out things for themselves.

Press and mount flowers 


flowers are thoroughly dry. Damp- 
ness ruins the color. 

Any two flat boards can serve as 
your press. Distribute the weight 
of bricks evenly on top. During 
pressing, it’s very important that 
even pressure is applied—especial- 
ly if flowers have raised centers 
(daisies, black-eyed Susans, etc.). 
Press your flowers three weeks. 


Make your own matting 

If you want an easy, inexpensive 
matting for your flowers, now is the 
time to apply a chalk background 
to your mounting paper. Depend- 
ing upon the size and shape of your 
flower design, center a rectangle 
on your mounting board with the 
aid of a pencil and ruler. This is 
done by measuring in from each 
edge of the board—marking the 
number of inches you desire. Next, 
place masking tape along the 
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pencil line forming your rectangle. 
Mark a heavy line with your chalk 
along the inside edge of the tape, 
(see illustration). With a cleansing 
tissue, carefully rub the chalk line 
onto your mounting board. You 
can shade this area by gradually 
releasing pressure as you stroke 
toward the center. When you’ve 
finished four sides, remove mask- 
ing tape, and you have your mat- 
ting completed. 


Create a design 


As you arrange your flowers on 
the darkened area, be sure each 
individual flower and leaf can be 
seen. Combine half-open flowers 
and buds with your full-bloom 
blossoms. Give thought to color 
harmony. Perhaps a design is sug- 
gested in the curve and lines of the 
stems, or the various stem lengths 
of the flower.

= greatest giveaway in history is on, 
thanks to Uncle Sam. This time your own 
home town can be on the receiving end. The 
federal government, in the next few years, 
will be giving away, free, anywhere from $100 
million to $200 million worth to qualified 
groups and organizations. 

Few people have heard of the “surplus 
property donation program.” Neither have 
thousands of community leaders who should 
have. There is no provision in official budgets 
to advertise this program, but if civic leaders 
in your own community should be lucky 
enough to get the word—and you could be the 
one to pass it on to them—don’t be surprised 
if your local hospital suddenly acquires some 
sorely needed equipment. Or that much- 
talked-about school band, lopped off the 
budget in economy paring every year, may 
finally get rolling with free musical instru- 
ments from a dismantled army base. 

Those on the receiving end now are getting 


just about everything imaginable—from used 


typewriters and desks to obsolete landing 
boats, airplanes, old post-office trucks, movie 
projectors, filing cabinets, cots, beds, blank- 
ets, and even completely equipped hospitals. 
Your son’s Boy Scout troop might énd up 
doing flips over a surprise shipment of the im- 
plements kids dream about for field trips and 
camping. 

In one eastern town, the P.T.A. of a small 
vocational school was concerned over the 
lack of equipment in the school for the proper 
training of their children. A father in the 
P.T.A. heard about the possibility of getting 
surplus property from the government. The 
P.T.A. appointed a committee to look into it, 
and it wasn’t long before their efforts enabled 
the school to get free title to more machinery 
and supplies than the school board could have 
purchased in five years of careful budgeting. 

Parents in San Diego County, California, 
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had always expressed a keen desire to have 
industrial-arts workshop classes for children in 
elementary schools. The problem was neatly 
solved recently when the government donated 
to the school district three fully equipped mo- 
bile machine shops that had once been part 
of the U. S. Navy. 

The P.T.A. president of a school in Suffolk, 
Virginia, was a worker at a nearby naval base. 
One day about three years ago he saw $7,000 
worth of used musical instruments lying 
around at the base and going unused. He 
knew that his own children’s school had al- 
ways wanted a school band but couldn’t 
afford the price of instruments. He made 
inquiries about the surplus instruments at the 
naval base and learned about the govern- 
ment’s gift-giving powers. He informed 
school officials who wasted no time in apply- 
ing for and getting the needed instruments. 

The P.T.A. raised $750 to have the instru- 
ments cleaned and repaired and, even though 
it was summer and school was not in session, 
they hired a music teacher to get some chil- 
dren started right away. Today, the school 
has a crack band going and music dealers in 
nearby stores are enjoying a flurry of new 
business. 


The average American thinks of govern- 
ment surplus as predominantly worthless junk 
left over from the last war. But only occasion- 
ally is it junk. The vast, complex nature of 
government machinery makes it inevitable 
that ‘“‘excess”’ property is generated constant- 
ly. Sometimes it is equipment that the govern- 
ment deems obsolete. Sometimes it is proper- 
ty that is no longer needed because a govern- 
ment activity has closed down. Very often 
brand new equipment ends up as surplus. 
There is hardly an item of surplus that, with 
a little ingenuity, cannot be put to good use. 

There is nothing new about the govern- 
ment-surplus giveaway. It began right after 
World War I, when Congress authorized 
government officials to offer limited types of 
surplus at reduced prices and under certain 
restricted conditions to [ Turn to page 353

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Spring pruning jobs— 


GET THE JUMP on spring. Prune shrubs 


and trees before growth starts. You can 


see needs better then, and wounds will 
heal faster. A few cuts now will give you 


more flowers, healthier plants all year 


@. Should I prune my roses now? The buds are beginning to swell. 
A. Wait until all danger of a cold snap is past. If you prune 
early, you may force the roses into active growth, which 
would be damaged by a late freeze. 


@. How far back should I prune hybrid-teas? 

A. There is little merit in pruning to a definite height. In- 
stead, do this: Remove the weakest, branches, then cut back 
the strong ones to sound wood, undamaged by cold. Make 
the cuts to a strong outside bud. If you are in doubt about 
which wood is dead, prune after new growth starts. 


@. Can I shear straggly, overgrown shrubs to make them look neater? 


A. You can shear some of the broad-leaved evergreens suc- 
cessfully, but deciduous shrubs need different treatment. 
Renew these by cutting out a few of the older branches, at 
ground level. If the shrubs bloom in early spring, wait until 
after they bloom to prune. If they bloom in summer, you 
can safely prune now without removing flowering wood. 


@. Stem borers have killed a portion of one of my lilacs. How do I 
reshape it? 

A. First cut away all the weak suckers coming up from near 
the base. Then cut back the strong branches that remain, to 
about half their original length. Wait until after the lilac 
blooms to prune, if you want to save this year’s flowers. 


@. How should I prune my young shade tree planted three years ago? 
A. There is some evidence that vigorous young trees are 
slowed down by heavy pruning. So, prune only enough to 
direct the growth of the major branches which will form the 
framework for the mature tree. As the lower branches grow 
out to interfere with mowing, cut them off flush with the 
main trunk. 


@. Can I prune an old wisteria this spring? 

A. Spring-pruning will not damage the plant, but it will re- 
move some of the wood which will flower this summer. 
Prune after flowering and you won’t sacrifice color. 


@. Can I prune trees efficiently with a crosscut handsaw? 

A. Most small pruning saws are designed to cut on the 
‘pull’ stroke, like a hacksaw. This makes them easier to use 
when the tree binds the saw with sap and gums. Large 
pruning saws have special tooth design and different ‘‘set” 
from handsaws, to prevent binding. If you prune with your 
handsaw, clean the teeth with turpentine when you finish. 


@. What can I use to treat new cuts, to reduce any danger of in- 


fection while wound is healing. 


A. Special tree paints are available at nurseries and garden 
centers. Also good are orange shellac and white-lead paint, 
thinned with raw linseed oil. Repaint large wounds yearly 
until bark gives them permanent protection.

If you give your car a physical checkup, a good 


rubdown, and a spring tonic, it will be a good 


friend of the family in the high-mileage months 


a. if your car was spanking new last fall, the engine 
won’t sing as true as it can until it gets a hard winter out of 
its system. And if it’s getting on in years—or mileage—it’s 
subject to a lot of ills that are easier to prevent than to cure. 
Whether it’s a lively young mount or dependable old work 
horse, your car needs a little pampering at this time of year. 
Do that, and you'll be repaid with loyal response in the 
good driving months ahead. 


Engine. During the winter, the automatic choke provides 
extremely rich fuel mixtures at times, with the result that 
the engine often operates under conditions of poor combus- 
tion. This leads to spark-plug fouling, carbon deposits in the 
combustion chambers, and, sometimes, even sticky rings 
and valves and scuffing of pistons and cylinder walls. Left 
unattended, troubles of this type often lead to expensive 
engine repairs.

A good electrical system check is perhaps the most important 
part of the spring tune-up. Time was when a lengthy, time- 
consuming, diagnosis of the engine was necessary before the 
mechanic could tell its exact condition. But new electronic 
testing machines now found in most up-to-date garages and 
service departments—give fast, over-all tests of areas of the 
engine. The entire ignition system, for example, can be 
checked with one simple test which covers the operation of 
spark plugs, spark-plug cables, distributor, ignition coil, ig- 
nition switch, and all primary, or low-voltage, wiring. This 
test, coupled with six or seven other quick tests requiring 8 
to 10 minutes for the whole procedure, can immediately 
give the mechanic an accurate assessment of the operating 
condition of your engine. Don’t fail to have a skilled me- 
chanic, using the proper equipment, test and tune the en- 
gine.

the most direct public conveyance. 
Many men living near big cities 
have found that even 10 or 20 min- 
utes more in an express or limited- 
stop train is worth its weight in 
gold for reading, planning, and 
thinking time. Since your mind is 
clearest and freshest in the morn- 
ing, use that time for creative tasks 
and planning—and catch up with 
the newspaper going home when 
you lack freshness and energy for 
original work. I’ve finished writing 
three books and innumerable arti- 
cles in the last two years in just a 
35-minute Long Island Railroad 
ride. 

Determine your best working 
hours and concentrate your most 
important tasks then. Dr. Nathan- 
iel Kleitman, University of Chi- 
cago psychologist, says that while 
normal body temperature is 98.6 
degrees it actually varies as much 
as three degrees, reflecting your 
basal metabolism, the complicated 
process by which your body burns 
oxygen, and, so to speak, stokes up 
your furnace. You may be a morn- 
ing type with a forward drive peak- 
ing around noon. Or an evening 
type who goes through the morning 
listless and lethargic—and by late 
afternoon is really in stride. Type 
three gets off to an early start, cools 


off at midday, fires up again in the 
afternoon. Save routine corre- 
spondence, straightening out, for 
your lowest periods, hardest tasks 
for best hours, and you’ll save up 
to an hour daily. 


6. Timesavers with schedules: 
Are you a note-to-yourself writer 
whose reminders on the backs of 
old envelopes only waste time? 
Loose memos produce muddled 
thinking. How you organize your 
notes is important. Notes that be- 
come a plan of action can be time- 
savers. First efforts may seem like 
lots of bother, but as industrialist 
Henry J. Kaiser explains: “If you 
think out how a job is to be done, 
it’s more than half accomplished.” 
Industrialist Crawford H. Greene- 
walt follows these easily adopted 
suggestions: Wherever possible, 
seek to visualize what will happen 
in each step you plan in order to 
accomplish your task. Think it 
through on paper first. Always 
start action first on things which 
others have to get—placing orders 
before 10 a.m. can frequently save 
a day’s delivery time. 

Juan Trippe, airline executive, 
organizes by groups as he makes 
notes on a stack of 3x5 colored, 
dimestore file cards. Green cards 
list letters to be written; yellow, 
telephone calls to be made; blue, 
points for discussion with people in 
home office and community activi- 
ties. Real-estate tycoon William 
Zeckendorf jots checkoff notes on 
individual cards for each impor- 
tant telephone call, rarely leaves 








important points unsettled, speeds 
calls and eliminates call-backs. 

The same planned note-keeping 
works for your grocery list. Make it 
in the order in which your favorite 
supermarket is laid out—not the 
way you remember items. With 
such organization, one trip ’round 
gets everything you want with no 
time-wasting backtracking. When 
two go shopping, divide the list. 

Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt suggests 
carving out a 10-minute period at 
the close of your working day to 
outline next day’s tasks, explain- 
ing: ‘“‘Each step you prepare the 
night before can save you up to 
half its normal time next day. 
Your day ends on a note of fresh- 
ness and zest rather than appre- 
hension over tomorrow. Knowing 
that you’ve put it down and won’t 
forget helps you avoid worrying 
about many problems at night.” 
Brigadier General David Sarnoff, 
chairman of the board of R.C.A. 
adds: “‘Separate the fundamentals 
from details in everything you do 
and make yourself tackle really 
important things first.”” Obvious— 
yet so many of us try everything 
possible to avoid tackling the im- 
portant essentials. Henry Ford, II, 
plans work a month ahead, writ- 
ing in squares drawn for each week 
—larger squares for days and 
hours. “‘But,”’ he warns, “‘don’t get 
too far ahead, or plans will be 
vague and indefinite.”

family problems, do you often 
wonder how meetings can be 
speeded up, yet achieve better re- 
sults? Wall Streeter Arthur Weis- 
enberger speeds his sessions by dis- 
cussing business before lunch. Since 
everybody wants to eat, they 
plunge right into the subject with- 
out time wasted on polite but 
meaningless trivialities. Film pro- 
ducer Samuel Goldwyn has 
trimmed time consumption by 
making dates for 1 p.m., then an- 
nouncing an unbreakable 2:30 ap- 
pointment. And Conrad Hilton 
speeds things by calling all likely 
long-winded sessions for 4 p.m. 
Since nobody wants to miss going- 
home trains or busses, they usually 
stick close to the point. Anna M. 
Rosenberg, former Assistant Sec- 
retary of Defense and War Man- 
power Board head, never sched- 
ules a 15-minute-or-over meeting 
without first preparing and cir- 
culating an agenda. Result: Partic- 
ipants think through subjects in 
advance, hem-and-haw time is cut 
to a minimum. 


8. Straight through or one at 
a time: Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles, who concentrates 
by whittling as he listens, feels that 
trying to do all your tough things 
at one clip is like following a home- 
stretch pace all through the race. 
He achieves variation by break- 
ing big tasks into lesser components. 
You can adopt the idea in many 
ways. If you don’t want to tackle a 
long letter, start with notes—and 
the letter itself will be a breeze. If 
you’re not up to cleaning the whole 
bedroom, take one closet at a time. 
Don’t wait for everything to be per- 
fect. Remember that, like house 
building, getting going now on the 
smaller components helps you get 
the job done brick by brick. 
Another good rule: Take a 10- 
minute variation of tasks after 
each of the first three hours of your 
workday; 15 minutes after the 
fourth. That’s not a rest period— 
if you’re typing letters in an office, 
alternate with checking on supplies 
or drafting a report. If you have 
cleaned a certain number of house 
windows, alternate with vacuum- 
ing or mending. Fatigue is not usu- 
ally spread over your entire body. 
Using other muscles gives tired 
ones a chance to rest—and you ac- 
complish more in less time. 


9. Streamline personal chores: 
Are you an Indian maharaja with 
a corps of servants to anticipate 
every whim? If so, skip what fol- 
lows. Most of us, however, have to 
do for ourselves many daily things 
which take time and energy. Mary 
Martin suggests these short cuts: 
A small investment in duplicates of 
frequently needed items saves time 
and makes your life easier. For $1 
per year you can have enough 
shoelaces to last almost indefinitely. 
An extra umbrella in the office 
saves untold waiting time; keeps 
clothes in condition. Extra sup- 
plies of tooth paste, bath powder, 
soap, tissues, are inexpensive—you 
will use them anyway—save those 
frustrating searches. Extra clocks, 
spares of many cleaning supplies 
upstairs and down, pencils, pads, 
needle and thread in drawers all 
over the house. 


To save time-wasting tax-period 
headaches, get a compact ring- 
binder envelope kit to keep can- 
celed checks, vouchers, receipts, 
memos. Set up a timesaving home 
filing system by categories under 
which you use them most—appli- 
ances, house, car, receipts of lasting 
purchases. To save time finding 
family records, make a simple chart 
with names and numbers of in- 
surance policies, social security, 
health, pension, car and driver’s 
licenses, mortgages. Leave originals 
in the safe deposit box—just listing 
names and numbers usually serves 
your purposes—and saves endless 
minutes. 

Dr. Lillian Gilbraith, the famed 
mother in Cheaper By The Dozen, 
and widely known for her remark- 
able time-and-motion studies, sug- 
gests applying these questions to 
every one of the regular tasks that 
you do each day. 

First pick your 10 most repeated ac- 
tions. You can’t visualize them in 
an easy chair. Go through the mo- 
tions, preferably having someone 
else write down each step. Break 
down into Get Ready—collecting 
tools and equipment you need; Do 
—the motions or activities to ac- 
complish the job, and Clean Up— 
putting away equipment. 

Then ask: Why is this necessary at 
all? Obvious yet often overlooked. 
Is it a habit? Can you eliminate 
part of the operation? What’s the 
point of this job? Does its accom- 
plishment contribute something 
that wasn’t there before? Does it 
cut, waste, or save time? Where 
should it be done? Must peas be 
shelled in the kitchen—or could 
you join the youngsters in the gar- 


den? Would you do better buying 
a frozen product? Must you perch’ 
at a desk when you could take a 
clip board and relax in a comfort- 
able chair? 

When should the task be done? 
Could you prepare luncheons 
while dinner is cooking and save 
morning rush? Do you invariably 
put water on to boil before you be- 
gin meal preparation so that it will 
be ready for subsequent cooking? 

Who should do it? If it’s a home 
task, are you the logical person? 
Could your spouse, or youngsters? 

What's the best way to do it? After 
you’ve broken down the operation 
and questioned each detail in writ- 
ing,. confer with your — family, 
friends, fellow workers—all those 
concerned with the operation un- 
der question. Then seek to elimi- 
nate unnecessary details, combine 
two or more jobs, tools, materials, 
rearrange the order of jobs sys- 
tematically in better sequence. 


Nor every time-consuming activ- 
ity will respond the same way to 
these or other questions. Not 
everybody reacts to schedules in 
the same manner, and not every 
technique that works for one per- 
son will work for another. But if 
you try some of these ideas, and de- 
velop your own, keeping a con- 
scious eye on the clock, you’ll save 
minutes that will soon add up to 
an extra hour or more each day. 
And it can be time that will broad- 
en your life, relieve that hurried 
pressure under which so many of 
us live, and give you a chance to do 
many of the things you want to do 
by helping you speed up the things 
you have to do.

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Condensation in your home 


Contrary to belief, insulation 
does not cause condensation. Insula- 
tion does not cause the paint on your 
house to peel, either. Condensation 
is the result of moisture in the air. 
It shouldn’t be there. 

Moisture gets into your home 
through leaky chimneys, flashing, 
crumbling mortar joints, leaky gut- 
ters, damaged siding, torn and 
broken shingles, and so on. But 
condensation of excessive moisture 
produced within your home is usu- 
ally the real problem. 

To correct both problems, first 
mend the openings in your home 
where water from the outside en- 
ters. Then vent out the moisture 
vapor produced in the kitchen, 
bathroom, laundry, and so on. One 
good way to do this is to simply 
open a window. Or, where extreme 
conditions exist, install exhaust 
fans in these rooms. 

Vents in the gables of your home 
also let moist air out. Ready-made 
louvers of metal and wood are 
available and easy to install your- 
self. Be sure they are large enough 
to meet your requirements. To 
figure the size vents you need in the 
attic, figure one square foot for 
each 100 square feet of floor area. 
For crawl spaces, figure about 6 
square feet of the total vent area 
per 100 lineal feet of the enclosing 
wall, plus 14 of one percent of the 
area enclosed by the wall; 10 per- 
cent of this ventilation if you cover 
soil with an approved groundcover. 

For flat roofs, vents should be 
positioned under the eaves. In oc- 


cupied attics and on hip roofs, vent 
both the gable ends of your house 
and the eaves. Crawl spaces should 
be vented at the corners of the 
foundation—always cover earth 
floors with a good moisture-vapor 
barrier such as a 35- to 55-pound 
smooth-surfaced roll roofing, a 
groundcover material made for this 
use, a polyethylene film, asphalt- 
coated boards, or heavy papers that 
are asphalt coated, and aluminum 
foils and laminates. 


Signs of too much moisture 


You can usually spot a moisture 
problem in your home during the 
winter months when your windows 
steam over heavily. Also look for 
peeling paint on the exterior siding 

. evidence of water streaks on the 
rafters, studs, and foundation sills. 
These conditions are corrected as 
explained before. 


Types of insulation 


Types of insulation fall into four 
classifications. They are loose fill, 
reflective, flexible blankets, and 
rigid boards. 

Loose fill is a “‘pourable’’ type 
—usually put up in paper bags. Re- 
flective usually consists of one or 
several layers of aluminum foil. 
Flexible consists of blankets, batts, 
and utility batts; the batts are short 
lengths from 4 to 8 feet—the rolls 
as long as 100 feet. 

Rigid-type insulation includes 
various kinds of sheathing and wall- 
board made of insulation materials. 
Windows can be insulated with 
storm sash or with “insulating” 
glass made of two sheets. 


Loose fill is poured or blown in your home 


Vermiculite—an expanded 
mica — works equally well be- 
tween ceiling joists in attics 
and lofts, and in side walls. It 
is lightweight, fire resistant, 
and easy to handle. 

Vapor barriers are desirable 
in walls and attics whenever 
construction conditions will 
permit their application. 


Mineral wool is rock, slag, or 
glass in the form of fine fibers 
that can be prepared in forms 
that are poured or blown into 
place in attics and side walls. 
Material is lightweight and 
fire resistant. It is used in at- 
tics and other spots where it 
ean be poured and raked in. 
Vapor barriers are installed 
where moisture and conden- 
sation conditions require it.

Reflective types are usually aluminum foil 


Wrapped in an aluminum foil 
vapor barrier and “breather” 
cover, this combination re 
flective mineral-wool blanket 
provides excellent insulator. 

One side is aluminum foil 
to provide vapor barrier; the 
other is paper which is a 
“breather” for vapor. It may 
be a perforated foil. 


Cellulose-fiber blanket with a 
reflective cover is available in 
compressed rolls. 

Blanket is several piles of 
soft, creped cellulose fibers 
specially treated to resist fire, 
moisture, vermin, and so on. 

Installation is easy stapling 
job between framing mem- 
bers of side walls, joists. 


Aluminum foil laminated to 
one or both sides of heavy 
paper furnishes vapor barrier 
and insulation between studs 
and joists. Direction of heat 
flow affects insulating value. 
It can be used separately 
or as vapor barrier and cover- 
ing for loose-fill insulation. 


Several layers of aluminum 
foil, backed with heavy pa- 
per, afford dead air spaces on 
each side of the foil when this 
material is in place. 

When using reflective-type 
insulation provide an enclosed 
air space opposite the reflec- 
tive material, and attach it to 
nonconductive supports. 

It is best to use at least two 
reflective surfaces that face 
enclosed air spaces.

There’s news in curtains 


Measure accurately for perfect window fit 








There are only three correct curtain lengths—to the sill, apron, or 
floor. Measure from very top of woodwork to points shown by the 
arrow lines. Take all three measurements with you—after you see 
the curtain displays you may change your mind about the length you 
want! For cafe curtains, measure both upper, lower halves of window 


For informal curtains that cover 
only the glass area, measure in- 
side casing as shown by top arrows. 
For curtains that cover all the 
woodwork, measure window width, 
as arrows show, from one edge of 
the window sill to the other. 
Measure all the windows in the 
room, since there may be several 
different sizes, even though they 
look the same. Curtains are labeled 
in inches, so write down all the 
measurements that way. 
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Remember that curtains should be 
gathered to cover rod around the 
curve to meet wall or woodwork. 

For the proper fullness on these 
rods, add about 6 inches to the 
width measurement you've taken 
in order to cover the projection of 
about 3 inches at either end of rod. 
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... aid it's all good!

measurements of the planting beds 
at the foundation of your house. 
Also measure the distance from 
ground to windows, and from 
ground to eaves. 

You'll need these dimensions in 
order to select plants that won’t 
grow too big and get out of bounds. 

After you know the limits of your 
space, spend some time with nur- 
sery catalogs. Read the descrip- 
tions of the various plants, particu- 
larly noticing the height and width 
to which they grow. Most plants 
can be kept smaller by pruning, 
but don’t depend on reducing a 
plant’s size by more than one-third. 

The accompanying list of rec- 
ommended plants, (below) in- 
cludes shrubs that grow well over 
most of the United States. Each 
geographic region has additional 
plants of special merit—the nan- 
dinas and jasmines of the South, for 
example. You can easily locate 
these by visiting your local nurser- 
ies and by checking through cata- 
logs of nurseries in your area. 

When you have made up a list 
of plants that will meet your space 
requirements, you are ready to 
make your planting plan. 

How much will it cost? 

You can buy planting sizes of 
flowering shrubs for as little as 
$1.50 each, although the average 
will be closer to $2.50 or $3. 

These shrubs will have been 
transplanted 2 or 3 times and will 
have a fibrous, branching root sys- 
tem. They are normally sold with 
bare roots, and can be planted in 
either fall or spring. Flowering 
shrubs in this price range will look 
small, but they will give you a good 
show in three years. 

As a class, the evergreens will 
cost you at least 50 percent more 
than flowering shrubs. Part of the 
extra cost is due to the fact that 
evergreens are sold with a ball of 
earth about their roots. The rest is 
due to the extra time it takes to 
produce them. 


How many shrubs will you 
need? 

To plant your entrance effec- 
tively, you'll need 5 or 6 shrubs. 
House corners will take 3 or 4 more. 
If you plant as many as 6 deciduous 
shrubs, averaging $2.50 apiece, 
and 3 evergreens, averaging $5 
each, your bill will come to about 
$30. If you buy larger plants, the 
cost will jump swiftly—but so will 
the immediate effect.

When you build a terrace or a fence, the result is im- 
mediately useful and effective. The dimensions don’t 
change. But when you set out a plant, it changes con- 
stantly—gets higher, wider, and thicker. Because these 
changes are gradual, it is easy to underestimate their 
speed. 

A bare lot, without shade or screening from your neigh- 
bors, may be discouraging. It need not be. You can grow 
a good-size tree in 5 years—not a forest giant, but still 
a source of usable shade. 

The accompanying photographs show this quite well. 
In the first picture, the homeowner had no privacy for his 
barbecue area, no shade, no screening from the clutter 
of neighboring lots. Yet after 4 years, he had all of these 
from plants alone. 

The screen is a Chinese lilac hedge, now over 8 feet tall. 
The elm, 32 feet tall, now shades the barbecue area in 
the afternoon, when shade is most appreciated.

When you consider that each square foot of 
good lawn contains over 400 individual grass 
plants, it is easy to understand why the 
nutrient content of lawn soils must be kept 
up. Best results are obtained by feeding at 
regular intervals during the year. 


NEW LAWNS: Spread topsoil. Before preparing seedbed, broadcast Golden Vigoro—30 lbs.

Remove these when they 
first appear, so they won't 
crowd and shade more im- 
portant limbs.

Grapes should be pruned in 
early spring, before the buds 
start to open. 

If vine has not been trained 
to a formal system, do this: 
Remove deadwood, and cut 
out weakest branches entire- 
ly. Then cut all other side 
branches back to a point 
where they are pencil thick. 


Start to renew shrubs by 
pruning when they reach the 
size you want them to be.

For quick fruit and color, 
try bush cherries 


These real double-purpose shrubs are 
covered with blooms each spring, have 


good fall colors—and bear cherries! 


L you would like to grow cherries, but don’t want to 
wait for a cherry tree—or don’t feel that you have the 
space for a tree—then try the bush cherries. These at- 
tractive shrubs often bear fruit the second year. 

They are good landscape plants, too. They are covered 
with pink to white blooms in the spring, some have in- 
teresting foliage colors in the fall—deep reds and rich 
bronze tones. The tart fruit is borne in the summer when 
little other fruit is ripe. It’s ideal for jams, jellies, and pies. 

When you check your catalogs for bush cherries, you’ll 
find three distinct groups: the Nanking cherries, Korean 
cherries, and the Hansen bush cherries. There is a choice 
of varieties in each of these three groups. In addition, 
there is a 7-foot dwarf tree cherry called the North Star 
cherry. The chart below outlines your choices.

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Bush cherries are closely related to tree cherries. Their fruits are 
tart, like sour cherries, and have the same uses. Nanking cherries 
shown above illustrate size of bush cherry fruits. 

For best production, plant cherries where they get sun most of day. 
They are tolerant of soil conditions, but respond to feeding.

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Most bush cherries grow fast, 
are easy to propagate, so good 
planting sizes are inexpensive. 

When planting in shrub bor- 
der, allow at least 4 feet for 
each plant to avoid crowding. 

For hedges, allow at least 2 
feet for each plant. Because the 
plants will not be sheared, a 
staggered row is preferred if 
you want a thick hedge. 

Plant at same height shrubs 
grew in nursery, and fill about 
roots with pulverized soil. 


Water liberally after you firm 
soil about the roots. Add at 
least 2 gallons to each planting 
pocket. Repeat in a couple of 
days if surrounding soil is dry. 

Check next day to see that 
shrub is still upright, and pull 
it erect if necessary. 

Water every two or three 
weeks first spring and summer, 
to supplement natural mois- 
ture. Little extra water should 
be needed in later years. Ma- 
ture shrubs are hardy to cold 
and drouth resistant. 


After planting, prune back top 
severely. Remove weakest side 
branches entirely. Save 4 or 5 
of the strongest ones, spaced 
equally about the main stem. 

Cut back tops of stems that 
remain about one-third. Make 
cuts about one-fourth inch 
above a strong bud. 

The only pruning needed 
after planting will be that used 
to keep the plants shapely. This 
can be done most easily in ear- 
ly spring, before they bloom.

Avoid the urge to pick the tree that grows the fastest. You may get 
usable shade just as fast from a smaller tree that won’t dwarf your 
home at maturity. 

Choose trees that cast light shade for lawn areas where children 
play. Denser trees may shade out the grass. For shading a terrace, 
density can be as great as you like. But here, use clean trees that 
don’t drop fruit or twigs on the area. 

Some trees, like the American elm, tower high in the air at matu- 
rity—above roofs and telephone wires. Others, like the pin oak, 
nearly always sweep the ground. One is not necessarily superior to 
the other, but their uses are different. Don’t look for a tree until you 
define your needs.

Trees: Complete your tree pruning 
as soon as possible. Cut off broken 
limbs and deadwood, and have dead trees taken out. Burn 
wood of dead and diseased elms to destroy source of infection 
for other trees. . .. Deep feed shade trees, if not done last fall. 

Shrubs and vines: Prune back to live wood abelia, bud- 
dleia, kerria, tamarix, vitex, and other tender shrubs... . 
Cut out thin shoots from rosebushes. Cut back other canes to 
where green wood begins. . . . Check vine supports and trel- 
lises to make sure they are firm. Repair or strengthen if 
needed. . . . Plant groundcovers under wide eaves, on bare 
corners, banks, and other spots where grass is hard to grow 
or mow. Use vinca, pachysandra, Baltic ivy, and other 
plants adapted for the purpose. 

Perennials: As shoots of peonies, delphiniums, lilies, and 
phlox break through the soil, spray with captan or other 
good fungicide to prevent disease later. . . . Clean the dead 
leaves from iris and daylilies before the new growth gets too 
far along. . . . Divide and reset crowded clumps of Shasta 
daisies, lilies-of-the-valley, delphiniums, asters, and other 
hardy perennials. 

Lawns: Keep traffic off lawn as long as it is wet and soft. 
As soon as turf is firm enough, feed it liberally. . . . Start 
new lawn as soon as soil is dry enough so it doesn’t stick to 
the spade. . . . Roll the lawn only if sod is heaved by frost. 

Vegetables: Set out new asparagus and rhubarb plants in 
soil well enriched with compost or some other form of or- 
ganic matter. . . . Sow seeds of lettuce, radishes, beets, car- 
rots and other cool-weather vegetables. . . . Set out plants of 
broccoli, early cabbage, head lettuce, and cauliflower when 
weather permits.

April I No foolin’, there are two 
kinds of narcissus in bloom south of 
the house. Crocuses are way past 
their best, though some still show 
yellow. 

There are some creamy-white 
blooms on the winter honeysuckle 
outside the kitchen window. 

With sleeves rolled up, I began 
the big job of feeding the roses. 
Since almost every bush is killed 
back nearly to the ground from 
winter, I’m feeding first. Then I'll 
do the pruning slowly, after I can 
see where new growth is breaking 
out. 

Some folks around here think 
their rosebushes are dead because 
the tops are killed down. They 
aren’t dead; they just seem so. By 
June they’ll recover. In fact, I pre- 
dict that my roses will be better 
than ever this year. 


April 2 | saw a merry sight, as I 
drove around today. In front of 
every garden store, nursery, and 
landscape place, cars were parked 
and folks were buying shrubs, 
seeds, plant food, peat, tools, and 
other things they need for spring. 
Out to work, finished putting 
plant food around roses and con- 
tinued pruning them. Then started 
to plant my new roses. First, I dug 
the holes. Then I carried plants to 
the bed, with roots in a bucket of 
water so they wouldn’t dry out. 
Most of my roses arrived this 
year wrapped in_ polyethylene. 
Were in good condition, too. 


April 5 The thermometer rose 
to nearly 80 degrees. Violets are 
blooming around the place. A 














For first mowing, I had David set the 


cutter bar of our mower to cut higher 


brown thrasher sitting in the top of 
the tallest maple tree flooded the 
whole neighborhood with his bold, 
mimic songs. 


April 6 During the night, I was 
awakened by the patter of rain on 
the roof. A little later I was re- 
awakened by the thrasher getting a 
predawn start at his singing. 

There was not a great amount of 
rain, but enough to wet down plant 
food around the roses. This means 
I can begin cultivating the bushes 
any time now. 


April 7 The last box of roses came 
today. These are the ones which I 
saw in trial gardens last summer. 
These are all going into the new 
rose bed I prepared last fall. I put 
in Circus, the multiflowered 1956 
All-America floribunda, and Spar- 
tan, a mighty fine orange-red flori- 
bunda on a vigorous bush. Other 
good floribundas I’m planting are 
Wildfire, Red Wonder, and the 
pretty little yellow, Golden Fleece. 

A new grandiflora is the Monte- 
zuma. This tall and vigorous rose 
blooms in clusters and has one of 
the loveliest blooms I have ever 
seen on any kind of rose. The large 
double blooms are somewhat simi- 
lar to Queen Elizabeth but a deep- 
er pink, at times tending toward a 
light orange. 

Two new hybrid tea roses I’ve 
planted are Konrad Adenauer, a 
large deep-red double; Love Song, 
a vigorous, rather bold two-toned 
cross between Peace and Burnaby 

the light yellow which folks out 
in the Pacific Northwest have been 
raving about. 

















Then started to plant my new roses. First, | dug holes. Then I carried 
plants to the bed with roots in a bucket of water so they wouldn't dry out 


April 9 Summer returned today. 
Indoors, Maggie found bloom on 
her favorite African-violet, so she 
promoted it to the dining-room 
table. 


April 10 After I had delivered a 
speech about the necessity for 
strong-armed help, Mr. David ar- 
ranged his affairs so he had some 
time to spend in exercise here at 
home. He got out the big tiller and 
worked up another bed for annuals 
and one for new strawberries. 

After a powwow, we decided 
that the old strawberry bed wasn’t 
worth keeping. It will be just what 
the doctor ordered for a big mum 
bed this year. So David worked 
this up with the tiller also. 


April 12 That plant food I put 
on the grass last month made the 
grass grow so fast, it’s ready to mow. 

For this first mowing, I had 
David set the cutter bar of my pow- 
er mower to cut high. It is better 
to mow high, and often, than to 
give the lawn a close shave. The 
fellow who sets the cutter bar low 
and mows his grass off too short 
may find he’ll have a lot of crab- 
grass, come August. 


April 13 Maggie came home from 
town this morning with three pack- 
ets of the Heavenly Blue morning- 
glory seeds she’s fond of. 

“One packet would have been 
plenty,” I told her. “You have 
enough seed to put Heavenly Blue 
on all the back fences between the 
country club and the schoolhouse 
in town. Besides, I already have a 
packet of Scarlet O’ Hara morning- 
glories for you in those seeds I got 
the other day.” 

“T can’t help it,” says Maggie. 
“The pictures of those big blue 
flowers on the packet looked so 
pretty, I felt we should have a lot 
around this summer.” 


April 14 Enough rain so I could 
not work in the soil. So I set fire 
to the pile of rose tops and debris 
from spring pruning. It was a little 
wet, so it made a lovely fire, with 
lots of smoke. I just had to stand 
and watch it. When David came 
home, he watched, too. Guess 
we’re both just little boys at heart. 


April 15 Dark, getting cold, and 
may rain. Had to build a fire, even

It made a lovely fire — lots of smoke. 
I just stood and watched. When 
David came home, he watched it, too 


though all outdoors says I’m a liar. 

Our one magnolia is in full 
bloom, narcissus, too. Neighbor 
Mac’s pear tree is covered with 
white. Can see the color of on- 
coming lilacs. Leaves are appear- 
ing on trees. We even have some 
dandelion blooms. 


April 17 Maggie got rid of one 
packet of those morning-glories to- 
day. She gave it to Janet. For my 
part, I gave Donald his birthday 
present about three weeks ahead 
of time—two small shade trees to 
plant on the lawn of his new home. 
I told him to plant ’°em anywhere 
except out in the middle of either 
front or rear lawn. 

Our Parrot tulips are in bloom. 

I came home from the office 
with a basket of blooming pansy 
plants which I had picked up at 
a garden store. 

Maggie and I debated where to 
put them. I finally planted them 
at the end of my new rose bed. 
Maggie watered them in, with 
some high-analysis plant food dis- 
solved in water, at rate of 1 table- 
spoonful to a gallon. 

Then I set out our new straw- 
berry bed of mainly disease-resist- 
ant varieties, as Vermillion, Spar- 
kle, and Temple. 


April 19 | wish you could see the 
wildflowers in bloom in the ravine 
at the side and rear of Donald’s 
new home. There are yellow dog- 
tooth violets, Dutchmans-breeches, 
bloodroot, and so many others I 
have to get out the book to name 
them. 

Back home, I repaired a little 
patch of lawn. Normally, I spade 
this up and sow seed. But it is in a 
spot which gets a lot of traffic. So I 
covered it with some sod from back 
of the garden instead. 


April 20 “Will my pansies bloom 
all summer?” asked Maggie at 
breakfast. ‘““Mebbe, if you keep 
picking the blooms and don’t let 
them go to seed,” said I. 

In the evening I found Maggie

in the kitchen getting the first as- 
paragus of the season ready for 
supper, and she had prepared a 
big kettle of rhubarb, too. She had 
decorated the table with a big bou- 
quet of pink blooms cut from the 
Baldwin apple tree. Great are the 
blessings of an apple tree. 


April 21 As I brought in the 
morning paper, I noticed a big 
clump of columbine at the edge of 
the bushes along the drive. I 
planted it there years ago. Seed- 
lings have grown up all around it 
now. 

Mowed the grass again. And 
such a lawn we have this year. 
Donald mentioned it the other day. 
It looks better than it ever has in 
all the years we’ve lived here. 


April 23 “It’s plain to see our 
azaleas don’t look like those down 
in Mobile,” remarked Maggie with 
what she thought was humor but 
what seemed insulting to me. I 
can’t help it, we don’t live down in 
Mobile. The sad fact is that lately 
I’ve been forgetting to apply some 
of that special plant food that’s just 
sitting in the garage. 


April 24 Rain, no outdoor work, 
so we gathered rhubarb for Janet 
and went over to see her, Donald, 
and little Gary and Danny, the 
grandkiddies. And saw disaster! 
The new lawn Donald had planted 
had been all washed into little rills. 
“Guess I'll have to do it all 
over,” said Donald. “Its my 
fault,” said I. “‘I should have told 
you to scatter a thin mulch of 
straw over it to check washing.” 


April 26 Too wet to work, so 
Maggie and I just traveled around. 
At one of our garden stores, after 
much cogitating, I bought another 
lawnmower. With two mowers, 
David and I can both work at the 
same time. 


April 28 On this afternoon I in- 
vented a perfect control for weeds 
growing in rose beds. 

This magic mixture is composed 
of equal parts of extract of elbow 
grease and essence of backache oil. 
To this add, according to tempera- 
ture, elixir of sweat-of-the-brow. 

I used it this afternoon, apply- 
ing it with my two-pronged sharp 
weeding hoe, up and down the 
rows. Maggie even came out and 
helped, by pulling away some of 
the chickweeds from the bushes, so 
I could see better where to hoe. 


April 30 Home, I cultivated our 
early vegetables, now all up. De- 
cided that I’d make an annual bed 
this year the way Grandmother 
used to do.

Annuals, perennials, and vines: Soften and 
beautify bare retaining walls by planting bal- 
cony-type nasturtiums immediately behind the top of the 
wall. Vines will hang and grow down over the face of it. . .. 
Keep metaldehyde bait on hand to control earwigs, slugs, 
snails, sow bugs, and similar pests. . . . In the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin Valleys, have the hose on instant call to 
prevent damage to tender seedlings in case blasts of hot sun 
occur. . . . Take dahlias up, if in same spot two years, and 
divide and reset. . . . Watch tender tips of mum plants for 
wilting—a good sign it’s time to water. 

Shrubs, trees: In the Fog Belt, plant correas, a well- 
adapted little evergreen. Use them for tub shrubs or for 
many purposes around the garden. . . . Plant Indica azaleas 
to lengthen the blooming season in your garden. Give full 
sun near the ocean, elsewhere allow no more than a half 
day of sun. . . . Coat new tree wounds with shellac. 

Planning ahead: Apply plant food and water adobelike 
soil and wait until it loses its stickiness before spading it. 
Work in plenty of processed organic matter before planting. 
. .. Plan for portable color by planting flowers in tubs or 
pots in an out-of-the-way place. Move them to key spots in 
your landscape when they bloom. 


Shrubs, vines: Examine’ closely 
broad-leaf evergreens such as abe- 
lias, ceanothus, calluna, and erica in areas exposed to the 
big freeze last fall. It is easier to tell how much to prune 
after spring growth starts. Cut dead branches back to where 
live buds or shoots can be seen. Feed after pruning. Give all 
damaged plants a chance, even if killed back to the ground, 
. .. Use one of the special acid plant foods to apply to your 
rhododendrons and similar acid-loving shrubs. Water deep- 
ly and replenish the mulch around them. . . . Complete 
planting of both broad and narrow-leaf evergreens by mid- 
April. Water newly planted evergreens, shrubs, and trees in 
case of a dry spell. 

Lawns: Feed the lawn to encourage vigorous spring 
growth. ... Add mowing or edging strips around a portion 
of your lawn to reduce maintenance and improve looks. 

Bulbs, annuals, and perennials: Set out fuchsia plants 
after mid-April when weather and soil permit. Take deep 
winter mulch from around established fuchsia plants. . . . 
Plant glad bulbs at three-week intervals for about nine 
weeks for a succession of bloom or use early, mid-season, and 
late varieties. . . . Transplant St. Bridgid anemones, ranun- 
culus, and pansies from the coldframe or nursery to their 
permanent spots in the garden. 

Vegetables and fruits: Sow lettuce, radishes, beets, car- 
rots, and peas now. Wait until soil is warm to plant tomatoes 
and beans. . . . Complete planting strawberries as soon as 
possible. By setting out an everbearing variety, you can have 
some berries this season in spite of loss of old plants by the 
freeze. .. . Replace dead raspberry plants but don’t expect 
fruit until next year.

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public schools. Through the years, 
new laws and amendments to old 
laws made possible more liberal 
distribution of surplus property, 
but it was never anything worth 
bragging about until September, 
1950. Then, Congress authorized 
a huge surplus-property-disposal 
program by actually making it pos- 
sible to give property away with 
virtually no strings attached, no 
red tape, no legal gobbledygook. 


Bu the law ran into snags, which 
were finally untied in June, 1955. 
President Eisenhower signed a bill 
eliminating technical conflicts, and 
now the donation program is set 
to go. 

The philosophy behind the give- 
away is that property purchased 
with taxpayers’ money should re- 
vert to taxpayers. Thus, the law 
says that surplus property may be 
donated to qualified health and 
educational activities. To be more 
specific, eligible applicants include 
approved or accredited colleges, 
universities, and schools, such as 
elementary schools, high schools, 
parochial schools, even kindergar- 
tens. Eligible medical institutions 
include hospitals, clinics, health 
centers, and research groups. The 
law also provides that activities “‘of 
special interest to the Department 
of Defense may receive donations 
from military agencies.” Such ac- 
tivities include Boy Scouts, Girl 
Scouts, Campfire Girls, and civil 
air-patrol units. 

There are two categories of sur- 
plus property: real and personal. 
Real property is land with or with- 
out buildings. Personal property, 
which constitutes most of the do- 
nation program, may be anything 
from a carton of pencils to a half- 
ton truck. 


Reai property is not actually 
“donated,” but “public benefit al- 
lowances” virtually put it in the 
class of a gift. 

In Miami Beach, for instance, 
the former Nautilus Hotel was re- 
cently declared surplus after it had 
been vacated by the air force. 
Working with city officials, a pri- 
vate association requested it for a 
hospital, although it was the city, 
being the eligible applicant, that 
took title to the property. Total 
cost of acquiring the property, in- 
cluding the expense of preparing 
legal documents, ran to less than 
$10,000. Original cost to Uncle 
Sam was more than $800,000! 

Necessary safeguards have been 
written into the law and the gov- 
ernment makes sure that property 
donated is used for the purposes 
for which it was donated. In the 
case of real property, investigations 
are made periodically by fieldmen 
to prevent speculation and to in- 
sure continued use of the property. 

The men responsible for getting 
surplus property into the hands of 
qualified applicants are eager to 
do their part; they’re glad to be 
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How to get free surplus property 


able to give instead of take from 
taxpayers. Cooperation between 
federal officers, state agents, and 
citizens has been remarkably ef- 
ficient. In fact, chances are that 
anyone who wants to get more in- 
formation about the donation pro- 
gram or what requirements have to 
be met, doesn’t have to go beyond 
the borders of his own state. All but 
one state have set up special sur- 
plus-property agents who work di- 
rectly with representatives of the 
Surplus Property Utilization Divi- 
sion of the U. S. Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare 
(popularly called H.E.W.) in 
Washington. H.E.W. has regional 
coordinators set up in key areas of 
the country to work closely with 
state surplus-property officers. 


ys state officer makes it his 
business to find out what surplus is 
available from Uncle Sam. He 
keeps lists of qualified applicants 
and is constantly on the prowl to 
dig out of surplus—no matter 
where it may be—the type of prop- 
erty wanted by groups within his 
state. Most states have set up ware- 
houses, and the state officer keeps 
these filled with property he be- 
lieves will be in demand. Then 
qualified groups may go on ware- 
house hunting expeditions to find 
what they can use to satisfy the 
needs of their institutions. Usually 
the state agent picks up the proper- 
ty from the disposal agency and 
transports it to the state warehouse 
where distribution is made to 
schools and hospitals. The state 
agency charges the receiver a nom- 
inal fee for transportation and han- 
dling charges. 

For 15 cents, you can get a copy 
of a small booklet which gives a 
brief summary of the surplus-prop- 
erty program. It also contains a 
complete directory of the names, 
addresses, and telephone numbers 
of every state surplus-property of- 
ficer through whom local citizens 
may make surplus-property re- 
quests. The same booklet also lists 
H.E.W. regional coordinators and 
the states under their supervision 
for surplus-property disposal. 

To get this booklet, write to: 
The Superintendent of Documents, U.S. 
Government Printing Office, Washing- 
ton 25, D. C., and ask for the booklet 
entitled, ““Acquiring Surplus Prop- 
erty for Health or Educational 
Use.” Don’t forget to enclose the 
15 cents in your letter. 

‘*Make sure your local school or 
favorite health activity is benefit- 
ing by this program,” says Stephen 
L. Simonian, regional property 
coordinator for the states of Dela- 
ware, New York, New Jersey, and 
Pennsylvania. 

**You’d be surprised,”’ he adds, 
*‘how many local school superin- 
tendents don’t know anything 
about it. But don’t make the effort 
to get surplus property a one-shot 
affair. Every group should make it 
a part of their regular program and

keep in constant touch with the 
state surplus-property officer. 

“In this way, groups can get, 
from time to time, a steady flow of 
equipment. The money saved this 
way will enable them to expand 
other parts of their program. Cer- 
tainly, many of them will be able 
to obtain things they otherwise 
couldn’t possibly afford.” 

Health, education and welfare 
officials stress the fact that the ac- 
tual value of surplus property can- 
not be measured in terms of dol- 
lars and cents. A girls’ class in an 
Arizona school, for example, took 
a pile of surplus nylon parachutes, 
ordinarily worthless, and turned 
them into beautiful choir robes. In 
California, a sewing class convert- 
ed piles of Navy work clothes into 
raincoats and rain hoods for chil- 
dren. 

Your own pet educational or 
health activity may never need an 
airplane, but out of the hundreds 
of millions of dollars worth of prop- 
erty Uncle Sam now stands ready 
to give away, there surely ought to 
be something that can be put to 
good use at home. It’s up to you to 
see that they know all about it.

pears are the major fruit trees 
available in dwarf forms. Other 
fruit trees, being naturally smaller 
than these two, are not dwarfed 
as often. Sour cherries, plums, and 
peaches seldom grow too large for 
the home garden, even if not 
dwarfed. But sweet cherries, like 
apples, make large trees unless they 
are dwarfed. 

You will be able to find dwarf 
types of nearly all the common ap- 
ple varieties. Among the best for 
dwarfing are Golden Delicious, 
Erickson, Starking, Early McIn- 
tosh, and Yellow Transparent. 
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Good pear varieties in dwarf 
form include Anjou, Bartlett, Bosc, 
Flemish Beauty, Winter Nelis, and 
Clapp Favorite. 

You can expect to pick your first 
crop of apples or pears from three 
to five years after you plant, de- 
pending on the variety and the 
growing conditions. Plums, cher- 
ries, peaches bear a year or two 
earlier. 

If you decide to plant dwarf 
trees, choose a spot where they will 
get as much sun as possible. Pro- 
duction drops quickly when they 
get less than a full day of sun. 


Third summer: A dwarf 
tree often bears as early as 
the third year after planting. 

To get fruit that’s undam- 
aged by insects or disease, 
spray or dust regularly from 
time flower buds show until 
shortly before harvest. Keep 
fruits protected with a coat- 
ing of pesticide. 

You can buy special fruit- 
tree pesticides that will do the 
job without your having to 
mix or measure each separate 
ingredient needed. 


Third winter: Young fruit 
trees have a special appeal to 
rabbits, when food is scarce. 
They gnaw the bark, may 
girdle trees entirely. 

But it’s easy to circle the 
trunk with wire mesh to keep 
them away. Make circle reach 
up to first limb and bury the 
end in soil at base. 

Special tree wraps, if you 
prefer them, will also keep 
rabbits from gnawing bark 
and girdling tree. 


Fourth spring: When trees 
reach this age, their roots 
have grown out beyond the 
cultivated area. 

To feed them effectively, 
you will need to get the food 
down below the grass. 

Punch holes 8 to 12 inches 
deep, 2 feet apart, around 
base. Pour in trowelful of 
plant food such as you use on 
your lawn. Then water thor- 
oughly to dissolve food and 


distribute it in the soil.

2 Open package and check size of root system before 
you dig hole. Set plants out of the sun, or cover with 
wrapping while you dig hole. Do not allow roots to 
dry out more than necessary. If they seem dry, soak 
in a bucket of water for an hour or so before planting 


3 When you dig hole, remove 
sod and place it to one side. It 
should not be used to fill 
planting pocket. 

Pulverize remainder of soil. 
If soil is a heavy clay, too 
sticky, or forms clods readily, 
add a soil conditioner. 

Peatmoss and compost can 
be added liberally —up to a 
third of soil volume. Add 
chemical conditioners as di- 
rected on package. 
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Most shrubs you buy will be bare-root,

4 Set shrub in hole on layer of loose soil. Check to 
see that it is at same height as planted in nursery.

%} Leave a depression about base of plant to make wa- 
tering easier. Add enough water to thoroughly soak the 
soil pocket — at least two gallons for each shrub.

Most 
shrubs need extra water every two weeks first summer 
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G Prune back after planting. 
First remove the twiggy, weak 
stems, then cut back remain- 
ing branches by one-fourth. 

If plant is slightly misshap- 
en, you can also redirect its 
growth and improve shape at 
planting time. 

This pruning will help plant 
survive until its roots get ad- 
justed to their new location. 
The young plant will quickly 
replace portions pruned off.

Nmart house plants go together 


Have a few young plants that aren’t big enough to look glamorous? 


Then try them all together in a mixed planter. It’s a quick job, 


with immediate results. Just follow the suggestions given here 





, Here’s an arrangement that will look 
re better as it grows older. Tall sanse-

Kind of containers. Simple, uncluttered 
shapes are usually easiest to work with. Color 
does not have to be subdued, but it should 
not clash with green. Container should be at 
least 3 inches deep to support tall plants. 


What plants are best? Use plants having 
similar water and light requirements togeth- 
er, so each will have chance to grow. Use 
slow-growing types for smaller containers, 
save fast-growing plants for larger ones. 

In general, only one or two variegated 
plants in a planter are enough—too many 
will make arrangement ook “fussy.” 


How to arrange plants. Place plants in pot 
much as you would arrange a group of flow- 
ers. In examples above, two basic arrange- 
ments are triangle and S-curve. The triangle 
can be modified so that tallest plant is cen- 
tered in container, rather than to one side. 

In general, keep the tall plants close to- 
gether (clumped), and taper to the edges of 
the container with the smaller plants. 

Keep in mind that as the arrangement 
grows, the proportions will change some- 
what. After a while, you may have to pinch

back vines to keep them corralled, or replace 
plants that have grown too vigorously. 


How to plant. Cover bottom of container 
with layer of coarse sand or gravel, to pro- 
vide drainage. This is quite important with 
planters, since few have drainage holes. 

Next, add a layer of potting soil. Mix your 
own, using equal parts of sand, soil, and peat 
or compost, or use one of the special potting 
mixes now available at most garden centers. 

To remove plant from its original pot, 
turn pot upside down, place fingers under 
soil ball, and give pot a sharp tap on edge 
of table. Plant should drop out. 

Don’t disturb roots more than necessary. 
Remove soil gently when needed to fit plants 
into space. Fill in around plants with loose 
soil only after all are placed. Then firm the 
soil with fingers. Thump container on plant- 
ing surface once or twice to sift soil about the 
roots. Water thoroughly, and that’s it! 


Keep them growing. Water only when the 
surface of the soil is dry. Wash dust off foli- 
age to keep plants looking fresh. Feed lightly 
every two or three months.

Badly clogged cooling system requires reverse flushing. 
Prevent build-up with rust inhibitors, periodic draining 


Cooling system. First step in sea- 
sonal changeover is complete re- 
moval of the antifreeze. After the 
engine block and the radiator have 
been completely drained (through 
two or three petcocks), the entire 
cooling system should be thorough- 
ly flushed with clean water. Cleans- 
ing the entire system with one of 
the many good brands of cooling- 
system cleansers is also advisable. 
Most of the cleansers of this type 
now on the market have an acid 
base. Oxalic acid is one of the 
commonly used chemicals. The 
purpose of the chemical cleanser is 
to dissolve lime and rust scale 
which has formed inside the engine 
block. A word of caution here. Al- 
though many of the acid-type 
cleansers come with an alkaline 
neutralizer for use after the cleans- 
ing operation, some brands do 
not supply a neutralizer. But don’t 
overlook this important step. Al- 
ways neutralize after cleansing 
with acids. This can be done by 
refilling the cooling system with 
water, and adding two to three 
teaspoonfuls of ordinary baking 
soda. After running the neutraliz- 
ing solution through the engine for 
a few minutes, thoroughly drain 
and flush the cooling system again. 

If the acid-type cleanser has 
done its job well, all internal metal 
parts in the cooling system have 
been stripped to the bare metal. 
For this reason, it is always a good 
idea to add a rust inhibitor. This is 
a soluble oil which is simply poured 
into the radiator after it has been 
refilled. This thin coating of oil 
tends to retard further rusting 
throughout the summer. 

The radiator of your car is made 
of copper or brass, and it cannot 
rust. The troublesome rust parti- 
cles which lodge in the thin cool- 
ing tubes of the radiator come from 
the water jacket in the engine 
block, which is cast steel. Some- 
times the radiator will get in such 
bad condition that the rust cannot 
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be removed entirely by chemical 
means. If, after cleansing with a 
good chemical cleanser, you or 
your mechanic can see that the top 
ends of the radiator tubes are still 
badly plugged, reverse flushing is 
called for. 

Reverse flushing, in which water 
and air bubbles are forced back- 
wards under pressure through the 
radiator cooling tubes, will usually 
dislodge all of the rust from the 
radiator tubes. This is an inexpen- 
sive service, and is well worth the 
price if it is needed. 

In extreme cases, even reverse 
flushing will not clear the radiator 
tubes. It is then necessary to.re- 
move the radiator, unsolder the 
top and bottom tanks, and rod the 
tubes. This is a special service 
which even your mechanic will 
have to “‘send out.”’ After rodding 
and reassembly of the radiator, the 
radiator experts give the radiator 
a thorough cleansing and “boiling 
out” with chemicals, pressure-test 
it for leaks and then usually re- 
paint it before returning it to your 
mechanic for reinstallation in your 
car. 

In addition to the radiator and 
engine, the cooling system includes 
the heater, thermostat, and some- 
times even a special heat-exchang- 
er unit in the automatic transmis- 
sion. There is also an assortment of 
rubber hoses and metal clamps for 
connecting these various units to- 
gether. All told, there may be as 
many as a dozen separate pieces of 
hose with a total length of 25 or 30 
feet. A careful inspection of all 
hoses and connections is very im- 
portant to the maintenance of your 
car’s cooling system. All rubber 
parts are subject to aging, and after 
2 to 4 years of use, replacement of 
many of them may be necessary. 


Crankcase. If you are a city driv- 
er, the chances are that the past

posited on the bottom of the crank- 
case oil pan. When your filling- 
station attendant drains the oil, 
ask him to check the oil pan for 
sludge. There is usually a small 
sump in the bottom of the pan 
where the drain plug is located. 
This sump is designed to accumu- 
late sludge, so that when the oil is 
drained it will be automatically 
flushed out if the amount of sludg- 
ing is not excessive. After the oil 
is drained, the attendant can in- 
sert his finger in the drain hole and 
“feel” for sludge remaining in the 
oil pan. If there is evidence of 
sludge in the bottom of the pan, 
your attendant can use a special 
flushing oil to clean this out. 


Oil filter. If, when drained, the 
crankcase oil is obviously dirty, 
your oil filter may not be doing its 
job properly. A good spring check- 
up should include inspection and 
perhaps replacement of the oil fil- 
ter. The oil filter keeps crankcase 
oil clean by removing dirt and par- 
ticles of carbon which might other- 
wise damage vital internal engine 
parts. Filter elements are usually 
good for about 5,000 miles of op- 
eration, and the cost of the highest 
quality filter element is small con- 
sidering the protection it gives. 


Underbody and chassis. It is a 
common practice in the central 
and northern states to melt ice and 
snow in the streets with thawing 
salts. Unfortunately the salty chem- 
icals, when mixed with street slush, 
have a highly corrosive effect on 
your car’s body and chassis wher- 
€ver parts are exposed to spray 
from your tires or those of other 
vehicles. 

Flush and cleanse all parts of 
your car which have been exposed 
to corrosive salt spray. Hose the 
underside areas, and, wherever 
possible, use a brush and soapy wa- 
ter and scrub the affected parts as 
well as you can. Pay particular at- 
tention to the lighter sheet-metal

sections, such as fenders and body 
panels which are not well protected 
with paint. 


Lubrication. A grease job is in 
order. The moving parts of the 
chassis are designed so that when 
they are lubricated they also get a 
good cleaning out. As the new 
grease is forced under pressure into 
the fittings and joints, the old dirty 
grease is squeezed out. 


Tires. Cross-switching and rebal- 
ancing of tires at regular mileage 
intervals should always be the rule. 
But this service is particularly val- 
uable in the spring, because the 
period of hardest tire wear is 
ahead. Have the wheels balanced 
and cross-switched—this service 
will pay dividends in longer tire 
wear, less trouble on the road. 


Body finish. Maintenance of your 
car’s good looks is a matter of per- 
sonal pride, it’s true. But there is 
another, very practical considera- 
tion. When trade-in time comes 
around, you’ll be very glad that 
you have taken good care of the 
finish, because a “clean” car al- 
ways commands a better trade-in 
value. 

A good cleaning includes com- 
plete removal of road film, road 
tar, tree sap, bugs, and especially 
all corrosive deposits which have 
collected on chrome or stainless- 
steel parts. Use a special metal 
cleaner where necessary. Even the 
best chrome-plated parts will be- 
come badly pitted and will eventu- 
ally be ruined by rust if corrosive 
street salts are not removed. 

After the car has been washed 
and cleaned, the finish, including 
the chrome, should be polished or 
waxed. Wax prevents rusting of 
chrome and oxidation of the paint, 
and also makes the car easier to 
wash. Some new polishes and wax- 
es make it easy to polish or wax in 
one operation. Often, the entire car 
can be done in two hours or less.

Your pet and mine 


The hair on my cocker spaniel is 
terribly matted. How can vice it 
free of mats? 

All long-coated and heavily coat- 
ed dogs get mats if grooming is in- 
frequent. The best preventive is 
daily combing with a steel comb. 
The dog can best be handled by 
putting it on a table and going 
through all portions of the hair 
coat daily. When the hair becomes 
long, take the dog to a professional 
groomer and have the dog 
trimmed. In case of the cocker 
spaniel, many people like to have 
them trimmed about every 90 days. 


Please give me information on the 
different methods of inoculation 
against distemper in the dog. 

It is almost impossible to raise 
a dog in an area where there are 
other dogs without it contracting 
distemper, unless the dog has been 
protected against the distemper 
virus. Consult your veterinarian as 
to the ideal time to have this done. 
Most veterinarians recommend 
that the puppy be inoculated some- 
time between the third and sixth 
month. At a younger age than this, 
temporary injections of serum 
should be given. There are two ap- 
proved methods of immunization, 
the one-injection method and the 
three-injection method. Both meth- 
ods produce immunity and it 
should be left up to your veteri- 
narian to decide which method 
should be employed. To renew im- 
munity and to keep protection at 
the highest level possible, booster

inoculations should be given at six- 
month to one-year intervals. If 
these are not given, immunity from 
the vaccine will lose its potency. 


We want to get a Siamese kitten, 
but in our household it will be neces- 
sary to keep it in the basement all of 
the time. Is this all right? 

Surely, if the basement is well 
lighted, ventilated, heated, and 
dry, the cat will thrive very nicely. 
Do not forget to add cod-liver oil to 
the diet while the cat is maturing. 


Our spayed female dog is very fat. 
Do you think spaying had anything 
to do with this and what can be done 
about the excessive weight? 

There is little evidence that spay- 
ing is responsible for excessive obes- 
ity seen in middle-aged dogs. There 
are about as many obese male dogs 
as there are obese female dogs. 
Obesity is the result of excessive 
food intake. Limit the intake and 
the dog will lose weight. If you 
want to reduce your dog, you must 
be very serious about it and insist 
that its diet be limited. Your veter- 
inarian can supply you with a low- 
calorie diet which will furnish 
enough bulk to satisfy and still re- 
duce the dog.

If you take the 12-mile Ship Is- 
land boat trip from Biloxi or Gulf- 
port ($2 round trip for adults; chil- 
dren $1) you will visit the site of 
Fort Massachusetts where Con- 
federate prisoners were held by 
Union forces during the war, and 
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Biloxi, a small resort community of 
motels and dining spots, and next 
to it Gulfport, a commercial center 
of 22,000 people with a busy port 
shipping seafood, lumber, and cot- 
ton all over the world. 

The next community west of 
Gulfport is Pass Christian, a popu- 
lar resort of long standing and a 
favorite summer spot of New Or- 
leans people. The last community 
on the man-made beach is Bay St.

You just hold a 
cored apple against the 
dise and turn the handle.

salt-water fare on the same day 
and from the same boat. Many of 
the bayous link up with the bay or 
Gulf at some point. 

Facing the Gulf of Mexico, more 
heavily concentrated at Biloxi but 
strung along the entire beach 
front, are many motels and fine 
hotels. Motel rooms range from $5 
a night per couple to $13 or more 
in some of the newer motels with 
swimming pools. Most of the hotels, 
which pride themselves on their 
southern hospitality, have pools, 
spacious landscaped grounds, and 
dining facilities on the premises. 
Hotel ‘accommodations start at 
about $6 a room per couple and go 
up to $15. A few of the hotels also 
rent cottages starting at $35 a week 
and up. The season along the entire 
beach front is 12 months with a 
preponderance of southern vaca- 
tioners in summertime and north- 
erners in wintertime. Summer days 
are often hot but the nights are 
cooled by a Gulf breeze—or air 
conditioning if the Gulf should fail. 
Winter weather is mostly springlike 
with a few ““Yankee”’ cold snaps. 

Interspersed among hotels and 
large motels are dancing spots, 
amusement parks, shopping cen- 
ters, and a great many restaurants. 
Seafood is the specialty and you can 
savor such dishes as boiled shrimp 
and stuffed crab; you can try a 
delectable concoction of baked 
flounder stuffed with shrimp and 
crab meat or order a steaming bowl 
of seafood gumbo. Most of these 
wonderful seafood recipes are 
served at reasonable prices and 
you'll find that dinner in a good 
restaurant will average about $2.25 
per person. 

To reach the beach area you can 
take U. S. 49 directly into Gulfport 
from Hattiesburg, Mississippi, and 
points north and northwest. Many 
visitors prefer to include New Or- 
leans, just 60 miles to the west of 
the man-made beach, as part of 
their trip and there are many 
major routes linking up with U. S. 
90 in the Crescent City. 

You can get help or advice about 
transportation, accommodations, 
dining spots, or sights to see by 
contacting the Biloxi Chamber of 
Commerce. When in Biloxi you 
can find the white frame chamber 
of commerce building directly on 
U. S. 90 easily identifiable by the 
old lighthouse which fronts it in 
the center island of the highway.

Mineral-wool blankets have vapor- 
barrier paper, sometimes “coated” 
with an aluminum foil, adhered to 
a mass of wool on one side and a 
breather paper on the other. 

This, too, may be a foil, if per- 
forated, or aluminum-coated paper 
in certain products on the market. 





Long and fine mineral-wool fibers 
of this blanket are adhered to a 
single vapor-barrier backing. 

Insulation is extra thick to fill 
space between studs, as pictured. 
Batts are firmly felted so they won’t 
sag, settle, or weaken. They are in- 
stalled similar to blankets.
